Benefactions Which Reassure 
Chicago as a Center. 
Se a ee Oe 


MRS. E. H.STICKNEY’S GIFT 


Noble Bequests to Institute, 
Church, and Charity. 


PROJECT OF WOMEN’S CLUBS. 


Chicago’s art interests received a two- 
fold benefacfion yesterday, and the nervous 
citizens who have been fearing the city was 
in danger of losing what it has achieved as 
an art center were twice encouraged. 

In the first place, preliminary arrange- 
ments were made for a meeting of the ex- 
ecutive boards of all the women’s clubs of 
the city, at which plans will be considered 
and formulated for promoting the welfare of 
resident artists and strengthening their posi- 
tion here. This meeting is to be held in the 
Art Institute on Oct. 25. 

In the second place the will of Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Hammond Stickney, who died on July 
11, was filed for probate during the day and 
makes a bequest of $75,000 to the Art Insti- 
tute. The income from this bequest, accord- 
ing to the terms of the will, is to be used for 
the purchase of pictures and other works 
of art and the general purposes of the insti- 
tute. Mrs, Stickney also bequeathes large 
sums to hospitals and other Chicago char- 
itable institutions. 


Plan for Art Rescue. 

The plans for the rescue of the artists’ and 
Chicago's art reputation are in the hands 
of Mrs. Herman J. Hall, 5545 Washington 
avenue, President of the Arché club, the 
largest art study class in America, and Mrs. 
Jean Sherwood of the West End Woman's 
club. The counselors and patronesses of 
the plan are:

All the leading local artists will be present 
at the meeting to join in the consultation. 

The call to the woman’s clubs reads as fol- 
lows: 

“In view. of the lack of interest in art 
matters among the people of our city, and 
because of the fact that Chicago is in danger 
of losing many of its artists unless an ef- 
fort is made to retain them, it is proposed 
to call a meeting of the Executive boards of 
the Woman’s clubs to cénsult with the 
artists and others interested in art to formu- 
late and carry out some plan whereby art 
interests may be promoted, with the hope 
that Chicago may become an art center.” 

Mrs. Hall's Plans. ; 

Discussing the reasons for calling a meet- 
ing, Mrs. Hall last night said: 

*‘ There is such a lack of united effort in

‘art matters that our artists find poor sale 


for their pictures and are becoming so dis- 
couraged Chicago may suffer the ignominy 
of losing them. So with a viewto some plan 
that will stimulate interest én local att ‘and 
keep our artists here, seme ef hs par. 
all the woman's clubs should talk the mattér 
over. Every one who has a plan is earnest- 
ly requested to suggest it. I have thought 
that one good move would be for the clubs 
to unite in getting up a grand exhibit at the 
Art Institute, where all the artists can hang 
their pictures. An exhibit during January 
and February would certainly bea great ad- 
vantage, both to the artists and those who 
wish to purchase their pictures.” 
Boon to Art Institute. 

The Art Institute, under the Presidency 
of Charles L. Hutchinson, has worked on 
quiet but successful lines, and has made no 
loud appeals for money. Nevertheless, the 
institution has been in need of funds for 
the full success of its ideals, and the munifi- 
cent bequest of Mrs. Stickney comes as a 
welcome beon. The executors of her will 
are Francis B. Peabody, Cyrus H. McCor- 
mick, and James L. Houghteling. The es- 
tate amounts to $580,000, of which only $75,- 
000 is in real estate. 

Other Notable Bequests. 

Matching the bequest to the Art Insti- 
tute is a gift of $75,000 to St. Luke’s Hos- 
pital. This latter bequest is made with the 
provision that $10,000 shall be used for the 
maintenance of the room known as the 
‘“ Kdward 8S. Stickney’’ room, and $10,000 
for the maintenance of another room, to be 
known as the “ Elizabeth H. Stickney’ 
room. Out of the remaining $55,000@eft to 
the hospital the testatrix desires that a. 
home for nurses shall be built on land de- 
vised to St. Luke’s Hospital by Mrs. E. H. 
Hadduck. 

A sum of $25,000 Is given by the will to the 
trustees of St. James’ Episcopal Church. 
The Chicago Relief and Aid society receives 
$10,000, while the Alexian Brothers’ Hos- 
pital and the Old People’s Home, at Indiana 
avenue and Thirty-ninth street, are each the 


recipient of $5,000. 
Sums of $5,000 each are also bequeathed 


to the Chicago Nursery and Half Orphan 


Asylum, th@ Visiting Nurses’ association of 
Illinois, and the Chicago Home for the 
Friendless. 
to the Society for the Relief of Widows and 
Orphans of Clergymen of the Episcopal 
church. 

Bequest to Historical Society. 

To the Chicago Historical society is be- 
queathed the portrait of Edward 8. Stick- 
ney, the husband of the testatrix, painted 
by George P. A. Healy, the sum of $5,000, 
and the Stickney library. Mrs. Stickney 
specified that she desired the library képt by 
itself as much as possible. — 

Among the personal bequests are $10,000 
to two nephews—James Y. Hammond of 
Denver, Colo., and Edward Hammond of 
Newport, England. An additional sum of 
$10,000 is left to Jessie Peabody Butler, a 
friend, while Julian R. Tinkham, another 
friend, is to receive $5,000. Mary Hayes is 
given $2,000. The sum of $25,000 is left in 
trust for a grand niece, Elizabeth McCor- 
mick. Two god-daughters, Elizabeth Stick- 
ney Morss and Elizabeth Stickney Ham- 
mond, are given $10,000 each.

TEARS UP THE TRACKS 


MAYOR OF KANSAS CITY OUTGEN- 
ERALS THE MISSOURI PACIFIC, 


Railway Company Lays Its Ties and 
Rails on Six Hundred Feet of Ground 
Belonging to the City—Mayor Jones 
Takes No Chances of Endless Liti- 
gation in the Courts, but with a 
Gang of Laborers Tears up the 
Track. 


Kansas City, Mo., Oct. 4.—[Special.]—A 
bold attempt of the Missouri Pacific railway 
to occupy a part of the river front 
was blocked this morning by the vigor- 
ous action of Mayor Jones. Between Satur- 
day and daylight on Sunday, so that it could 
not be disturbed by injunction, the railway 
laid track on ground on the levee to which 
it had no right. This morning Mayor Jones, 
with a gang of sixty men from the street de- 
partment, tore up the track, 600 feet in all, 
and threw it down an embankment.

** Although we had a delightful time while 
away I do‘not feel that my health.has been 
benefited,’’ said the Inspector at New York 
last night. ‘In fact, I don’t feel as well as 
when I went away. The waters at Wies- 
baden dragged me down instead of helping 
me and I was sick the greater part of the 
time while there. Just during my absence 
from the United States I have fallen off in 
weight thirty-five pounds.’’ 

In regard to the report that he would be 
retired or ask’ to be retired on his pension 
when he returned to Chicago the Inspector 
said: 

‘* Well, I hardly know what to think or say 
about it. If I don't get better’than I am 
now when I reach home! certainly shan’t be 
able to go to work for a while, and in that 
case they may See fit toretireme. I’ve been 
in the business twenty-five years now, and 
havenh’t ‘any kicks to make. Of course, 
though, I won't be eligible for retiremerit 
until next February, forI won't be 50 years 
old till then.”’ 

Asked how he felt about the prospect of 
leaving active service Inspector Shea said: 
“ As long as a man is able to work of course 
he doesn’t feel right to be doing nothing. 
But if his health makes him unfit for duty 
that’s a different matter. One feels as if re- 
tirement were a stopping off place.” 


' Good Word for Kelly. 


It was suggested that Acting Inspector 
Kelly would be most likely to succeed him 
in case he were retired. 

‘‘'There’s no one I would rather see get 
it,’ said the Inspector. “ He’sa good man 
and fine fellow.”’ 

Speaking of his observations abroad, the 
Inspector said there were thirty-five or forty 
meh on the Chicago force who couldn't be 
beaten nywhere in the world in running 
down criminals. 

He sald he kept track of the Luetgert case 
while away in the American papers he got. 
He thought the expert testimony was likely 
to prove of little value-and have the effect 
only of confusing when the circumstances 
made such a plain case. 

Inspector Shea.and his wife expect to 
arrive in Chicago tomorrow. 

Sketch of His Career. 


John D. Shea is without doubt the best 
known policeman in Chicago, and his repu- 
tation as a thief catcher when in command 
at detective headquarters is a national one 
and not excelled by the famous Inspector 
Byrnes of New York. 

He was born on a farm near the old Sag 
bridge nearly fifty years ago, and caine to 
Chicago when a young man. Twenty-five 
years ago he became a member of the Chi- 
cago Police department and was assigned 
to duty at the old Twelfth Street Station. 
His ability soon asserted itself and he was 
put in citizen's clothes. Soon afterward he 
chose for his partner the present Chief of 
Police, Joseph Kipley. 

When Austin Doyle was made Chief of 
Police he asked Shea to accept the position 
of Chief of Detectives, and told him to choose 

Shea unhesitatingly chose 


and committed suicide in Garfield Park by drink- 
ing poison.

Nolte Jumps in the Lake.

Watched Day and Night. 


Since April a city employé has watched 
the place day and night. He reported from 
time to time that the making of the roadbed 
was going on, but very slowly in order not to 
excite suspicion. The company found out 
that it was watched, and so yesterday morn- 
ing between midnight and daylight a gang 
of 100 men swarmed over the new embank- 
ment, and by 5 o’clock a new track 600 feet 
long was added to the great Gould system. 

Eight o’clock this morning found the 
Mayor and Superintendent of Streets in 
consultation at the City Hall. An hour later 
found them at the track laid yesterday 
morning, and with them were sixty men 
from the Street department with crowbars, 
picks, axes, and shovels. In thirty minutes 
after work had begun nothing was left on 
the new roadbed to show that a track had 
been there. On each side of the embank- 
ment were ties and twisted rails. It looked 
as ifa cyclone had been along. As the Mayor 
watched the progress he said to a reporter: 

** Last April I discovered that this railway 
company was making preparations to build 
this track and steal—that’s exactly what it 
amounts to—the city’s land. I determined 
that if the company would resort to meas- 
ures of that kind there was only one way to 
deal with it—simply fight the devil with 
fire. 
Keep It Out of Court. 

“The company, you understand, would. 
have liked nothing better than, after the 
track was down, to have the city go into 
court to compel the removal of the track. 
It would figure that the case could be 
dragged through the courts for years and 
possibly finally dismissed, and in that way 
they would have the land. 

‘* Now, here's one point I wish to make 
plain. I am not antagonistic to corpora- 
tions. I recognize the fact that they are 
entitled to their rights, but when they go 
too far and overstep the bounds of honesty 
and decency I think it is time to call a halt. 
In this case I have taken the bull by the 
horns and am acting in a manner that I 
think will protect the city’s rights,”

BAD FOR SHIPHERD 


Once a Capitalist, Now Penni- 
less and Accused of Crime. 


IS NOW UNDER ARREST. 


Few Years Ago One of Cleve- 
land’s Richest Men. 


VICTIM OF HARD TIMES. 


Cleveland, O., Oct. 4.—John J. Shipherd, 


who has for several years been prominent | 


as an investment broker and street railway 
promoter, was arrested this morning on the 
charge of embezzlement. He was taken 
before a justice of the peace on a State war- 
tant and was held in custody until 3 o’clock 
this afternoon, when he was released on 
310.000 bail. 

The warrant was issucd at the instance of 
Frank De Haas Robison, and the charge 
xeTrew out of the business dealings of Sbip- 
herd and Robison, who have been closely 
associatel for several years in street rail- 
way enterprises in this city and elsewhere. 
The warrant distinctly charges that Ship- 
herd embezzled $183,236.15 of the perzonal 
preperty of Robison, in eddition to 112 street 
raliway bonds of the value of $95,200. 

At the same time a petition was filed in 
Coinmon Pleas Court asking for a receiver 
sor the brokerage firm of Charles H. Pot- 
ter & Co., with which Shipherd was heavily 
interested, and of which he was the man- 
ager. In the petition it was charged that 
Shipherd and the firm of Potter & Co. had 
converted to their own use the proceeds of 
securities left in their hands by Mr. Rob- 
ison. The securities included three ‘sets 
ot Fort Wayne, (Ind.) street railway bonds, 
and the sum for which Robison asks judg- 
ment is $991,761.15. 


Owes Two Million Dollars. 

Included in these bonds were 112 $1,000 
bonds of the value of $95,200, and upon which 
one of the charges of embezzlement against 
Shipherd is based. Mr. Robison also rep- 
resents in his petition that the firm of 
Charles,H. Potter & Co. is insolvent, and that 
it owes to about twenty banks in the vicinity 
of this city and to individuals a sum ag- 
gregating about $2,000,000, which it cannot 
pay. It is alleged that the securities left 
with Shipherd by Mr. Robison were hypothe- 
cated by him at banks for the purpose of 
raising money with which to carry on the 
various enterprises in which he was jinter- 
ested. 

While awaiting the appearance of his at- 
torney, for whom he sent as soon as arrest- 
ed, Shipherd was asked how much he owed 
Mr. Robison. . 

Shipherd Is Hopelessly Lost. 

*O, my!” he relied, “* that I do not know. 
The amounts in these transactions are so 
enormous I lost all track of them a long 
time ago, I am now hopelessly lost. By 
bringing this action against me Mr. Robison 
has ruined me. A year ago I would have 
taken my oath that I was worth $200,000 
Over my investments. Today I have not a 
cent in the world, not even enough to hire 
an attorney. Knowing that I have not a 
dollar, Mr. Robison now makes me the scape- 
goat in the hope that others interested 
will shell out the money he wants. Nego- | 
tiations have been going on for a year with 
Mr. Robison to settle these matters, but he: 
has purposely held back until now. For a 
year I have had@ all I could do to earn enough 
money for the daily bread of my family by 
doing a little scalping on the street. I know 
not what todonow. The disgrace, of course, 
falls keenly upon my family, but I do not 
care, for I am not guilty. I owe lots of 
money to hundreds of others besides Mr.

PLAN TO MAKE CUBA FREE. 


McKinley Studies a Scheme to Back 
the Insurgents for Two Hundred 
Millions to Buy Independence. 


Havana, Oct. 4.—It is believed generally 
here that, in case the Spanish government 
should accept the good offices ®f the United 
States to end-the war in'Cuba, the American 
government will try to reach an understand- 
ing with the foremost revolutionary leaders 
before. offering to Spain any form of settle- 
ment. This belief is supported by trust- 
worthy advices from Washington and 
Madrid. The plan most likely to be followed 
is in brief that Spain will receive $200,000,000 
in exchange for her recognition of the inde- 
‘pendence of the republicsof Cuba.- The in- 


) demnity- to Spain would be patd in cash, and 


io raise the money the republic would issue 
bonds, based on the customs receipts and 
guaranteed by the United States govern- 
ment. 

The United States and Spain would recog+ 
nize the republic of Cuba and its govern- 
ment, but the United States, to cover its 
responsibility in the guarantee of the indem- 
nity, would have the full management and 
administration of the custOm housesof Cuba 
until the total debt should be pafd to the 
shareholders of the loan. 

This plan, backed by important financial 
and political men of the United States, will 
‘be suggested to Spain, a letter from Wash- 
ington says, in case of a favorable answer to 
General Woodford’s friendly note. A power- 
ful syndicate will be formed in the United 
States for raising the loan. A letter from 
New York received here by an influential

promoter of the plan, ts very hopeful of suc- 
cess, but nothing can be stated definitely

Catholic Dignitaries Give Their Con- 
sent to the Ordination—Delicate 
Question for Russia. 


. London, Oct. 5.—The correspondent of the 
Times at St. Petersburg says: ‘The Ar- 
menian Catholic dignitaries have assented 
to the request of the Armenian refugees in 
the United States that the Anglican Bishop 
in Washington should ordain some of their 
mumber as priests.

TO FORM CLAIMS COMMISSION. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 4.—One result of 
the formation of a Sagasta Cabinet in Spain, 
it is believed, will be the granting of amnesty 
to most, if not all, of the American prisoners 
held in Cuba and the pardon of many Cubans 
condemned to imprisonment in the Island 
of Ceuta. Pending the completion of the 
Sagasta Cabinet there has been no official 
intimation that such action would be taken, 
but it is said to be a natural and necessary 
part of the new Spanish policy involving the 
withdrawal of General Weyler and _ the 
adoption of more conciliatory plans. The 
Competitor prisoners, it is-‘expected, will be 
released early, and Miss Cisneros also. 

Coricerning pending claims, such as that 
in the case of Dr. Ruiz, it is said that a com- 
mission probably will be proposed to deal 
with all claims arising during the rebellion, 
and there are intimations that steps toward 
the creation of such a commission are now 
under way. 

Although there is continued reticence at 
the State department concerning Spanish- 
Cuban affairs, it is understood that the gov- 
ernment has been informed that Spain will 
offer autonomy to Cuba similar to that en- 
joyed by Canada, and in administration 
circles the prevalent opinion seems to be 
that if a full measure of real autonomy is 
offered it should be accepted by the Cubans. 
The incoming of the Sagasta Cabinet is wel- 
comed by the administration, which several 
|; weeks ago was apprehensive of a possible

with Spain. “ : 

The statements attributed to the new 
Premier, that he would favor the largest 


| measure of autonomy, has directed atten- 
tion to the past efforts toward autonomy. 


Those offered by the Conservative Cabinet, 
and made known to the United States 
through the Spanish Minister, Dupuy de 
Lome, contemplated a council of adminis- 
tration, elected in part-by the Cubans, which 
was to have an advisory power in shaping 
the affairs of the island. This plan has 
taken the form of a lengthy decree, which 
has been already gazetted, although it has 
never been put into effect in Cuba, owing 
to the disturbed conditions. The objection 
found to this plan was that, while it was in 
name autonomy, it did not give real home 
rule, as the Cuban council was not to bea 
legislative body with final powers of making 
laws, but merely an advisory council. 

In contrast with this it is said that the 
Liberal plan of autonomy, as desired by 
the autonomist party of Cuba, contemplates 


'a colonial Parliament or Legislature with 


final powers of lawmaking save the usual 
power of veto preserved in all forms of 
constitutional government. This would be 
on the lines of the home rule operating in 
Australia and Canada, and the latter coun- 
tries were cited as examples of complete 
autonomy by the Spanish statesman, Cas- 
telar, when autonomy was first suggested 
fortheisland.

WILL NEED 200,000 TROOPS. 


Gomez Tells of the Conditions That 
Will Face Weyler’s Suc- 
cessor. 


New York, Oct. 4.—[Special.]—General Es- 
trada Palma received: today a letter from 
General Gomez, the commander-in-chief of 
the Cuban army. 

** Weyler’s successor in Cuba,’’ writes the 
General, ** In order to cope with the rebellion 
at its present stage, will be obliged to de- 
mand 200,000 troops and $100,000,000, and 
even then he will fail as ignominiously as 
Weyler has failed. 

** Our men were never imbued with a more 
hopeful spirit than they are at present. The 
campaign in Las Villas has been an utter 
failure. The Spanish soldiers avoided us at 
every possible opportunity. This served to 
encourage our men. I am giad to say that 
we are all confident of ultimate success. 
Weyler is recalled his successor here, who- 
ever he may be, will be surprised to see the 
spirit of victory which animates the brave 
Cuban troops. We cannot be subdued, and 
no one knows this better than Weyler.”’ 

With the Gomez letter was one from Gen- 
eral Calixto Garcia, who commands the 
troops in the Eastern provinces. It gave 
some particulars concerning the capture of 
Las Tunas on Aug. 30 last. 

“The dynamite gun which you seut us,” 
writes General Garcia, “‘ played an impor- 
tant part in the capture of Las Tunis. Its 
destructive shells spread terror through the 
Spanish troops. We besieged it for three 
days, when it finally surrendered. We found 
many of the troops in a terrible condition. 
At least 100 nren fell victims to the dyna- 
mite shells, a good many more being badly 
wounded. The rest of the 500 men were in 
an utterly demoralized conditién when the 
Spanish flag was hauled down. Our losses 
numbered sixty men. All the sick ond 
wounded Spaniards were sent to hospitals 
and given every possible attention. ‘The 
prisoners were all released. 

“If we had a few more dynamite guns 
we should soon end the war. Reports of its 
destructive work here . have spread all 
through Cuba, and have disheartened the 
Spanish soldiers.’’

THOUSANDS PERISH IN CHINA. 


Authorities Say That at Least Fifteen 
Thousand Are Drowned Near 
Pekin. 


oe ee 


Tacoma, Wash., Oct. 4.—[{Special.]—The 
news brought by the steamer Victoria of 
the disastrous floods in China shows that 
the calamity was one of the worst known 
in recent years. Sixty villages about North 
Tungchiou, containing over 80,000 inhabi- 
tants, have been destroyed by floods and 
the people drowned or forced to flee. 

The Chinese authorities estimate the num- 
ber of persons as having perished at 15,000 
to 20,000. The flooded district is within 
twelve miles of Pekin, the capital of China. 
As a rule Chinese officials make very little 
stir when a calamity like this happens, but 
the proximity of-the disaster to Pekin has 
resulted in its being brought to the atten- 
tion of the Emperor, who has ordered that 
all possible relief be given. 

Survivors from villages nearest Pekin have 
been allowed use of the city walls, but with- 
out protection against rain, which continues 
to fall. The distress of these people is most 
pitiable. The public spirited and more 
wealthy men of Pekin and Tungchou are 
actively assisting the authorities.in provid- 
ing them with food. The floods have greatly 
damaged a large number of estates belong- 
ing to Pekin neblemen. 

The floods were caused by unusual rains 
which began July 23, continuing until Aug:

The British steamship Chaeng Teng of 
Penang foundered at sea during a typhoon 
early in September and sixty-five persons 
were drowned, Eleven men were picked up 
by a Chinese junk and carried to Ningpo. 
Three survivors had nearly starved while 
drifting in an open boat for six days under 
a blazing sun without food and water. Their 
faces and limbs were swollen and blistered 
and they could scarcely crawl for weakness. 
Captain Scott committed suicide by shooting 
himself before the vessel weht down. The 
suction caused by her sudden sinking drew 
under thirty-five persons, including many 
women. 


EAST AFRICA EXPLORATIONS. 


Cavendish and Andrew Make the Tour 
Around Lake Rudolph After 
Great Hardships. 


London, Oct. 4.—A letter was received here 
today from Kikuyu, British East Africa, 
Which disposes of the story received at 
Rome from Benadir, saying that the Caven- 
dish sporting expedition, which left Ber- 
bera, East Africa, last year, arriving at 
Lugh, Somaliland, about the middle of No- 
vember, proceeding thence towards Lake 
Rudolph, had been attacked by a band of 
Amharas, who murdered all the members 
of the expedition. 

The letter says that Cavendish, whoitsa 
nephew of the Duke of Devonshire, and 
Lieutenant Andrew, his companion, arrived 
at Kikuyu on Aug. 5, after a trip around 
Lake Rudolph, which up to that time had 
not been explored. Cavendish and Andrew 
had a trying time. Their head men incited 
the Axcaras to mutiny, and the two Eng- 
lishmen were forced to yield to their de- 
mands. But near Kikuyu Cavendish and 
Andrew seized the two ringleaders, who have 
since been sent to the coast for trial. 

The expedition discovered a new lake and 
two active volcanoes, and crossed from the 
Gulf of Aden to the Zanzibar coast by much 
the same route as previously followed by 
Dr. Donaldson Smith of Philadelphia.

Paris, Oct. 4.—The Depeche Coloniale says 
the Pope has been seriously ill for three 
days past, and his attending physicians fear 
a fatal issue. 

A correspondent in Rome telegraphs that 
the Pope is in excellent health. His Holiness 
takes his daily walks in the Vatican gardens 
end suspended them yesterday and today 
only because it was raining. 

Rome, Oct. 4.—The Pope, all reports in 
Paris and London papers to the contrary, 
is in excellent health. 

The Osservatore Romano this evening 
says: “The bad weather of the last few 
days has prevented the Pope continuing his 
walks in the garden of the Vatican.

STOCK-YARDS CASE DECIDED. 


Judge Foster Holds That the Kansas 
Law Regulating Charges Is 
Constitutional. 


Kansas City, Mo., Oct. 4.—[Special.]— 
United States Judge Foster handed down an 
opinion today at Topeka sustaining the 
State of Kansas, through Attorney General 
Boyle, in every essential point of the case 
brought by the Kansas City Live Stock 
company to test the recent law regulating 
the charges of the company at its yards. 
The law is declared constitutional. 

While much of the business is interstate, 
Judge Foster decides that it is still subject 
to State control. The decision recognizes the

PEST LOSING ITS GRIP. 


SOUTHERN CITIES SEND MORE FA- 
VORABLE REPORTS,’ 


New Orleans Has Many New Cases, but 
No Deaths, and Refugees Are Be- 
sinning to Return—Ocean Springs 
Has Reported No New Cases fbr Six 
Days—Mobile Feels a Little Easier— 
News from Edwards Is Not So En- 
couraging—New Points of Infection, 


New Orleans, La., Oct. 4.—For twenty- 
four hours closing at nightfa]l there‘has not 
been a single death recordéd in the office of 
the Board of Health. Yesterday there had 
been thirty-one new Cases reported, and at 
7 o'clock tonight twenty-four were reported 
since 9 o’clock last night. Yesterday there 
were nearly 200 premises under surveillance 
in which yellow fever had been declared to 
exist, and in some of the houses there were 
four or five cases, yet not a single one had 
proved fatal in twenty-four hours. The re- 
sult was that tonight the death rate had 
fallen to a trifling excess over 10% per cent, 
and the prospects for an early stamping out 
of the disease had been considerably 
brightened. 

There is no indication that the sickness 
will assume an epidemic form. All fear of 
that has disappeared, and people who have 
their families at other points are beginning 
to make arrangements to bring them back. 

All Over at Ocean Springs. 

Six days have passed since Ocean Springs 
has had any yellow fever. 
immunity from disease continues until Fri- 
day of the current week the Board of Health 
will officially declare the Mississippi resort 
free of fever. Ocean Springs was the first 
to contract the disease and will probably ba 
the first to get rid of it. |

Vicksburg, Miss., Oct. 4.—Dr. Metcalf of 
Natchez has gone to take charge of the case 
of yellow fever at Nitta Youma. A niessage 
from Mr. C. H. Blum stated that the local 
physician declined to treat the disease; that 
Miss Thompson, one of the sick in his house, 
was sinking; and that Operator Smith, the 
depot agent, was sick, and there are two 
suspicious cases. The State Board of 
Health ordered Dr. Metcalf to the scene. 
Blum’s message also reported two suspicious 
cases, negroes, at Nitta Youma. Five hurses 
were sent to Edwards today. 

Eighteen Cases at Edwards. 

Edwards, Miss., Oct. 4.—The following re- 
port was received from Dr. Dunn at 8 p. m.: 
“The situation here tis fairly good, consid- 
ering the circumstances. There have been 
reported eighteen new cases, seven whités 
and eleven colored, ten cases seriously ill, 
two with black vomit, two deaths.’’ Another 
effort was made today to get Dr. Dunn to 
Clinton, but the people and authorities there 
refused to receive him because he comes 
from an infected district.

Henry Gecrge was at his headquarters to- 
day in the Union Square Hotel consulting 
with Tom L. Johhson and others of his

Situation. When asked about the prospects

Union Miners Are Determined to 
Prevent Work. 


TWO COMPANIES ARE READY 


Springfield, Ill., Oct. 4.—[Special.]}—Acting 
Governor Northcott same here tonight at 
¥ o'clock in response to a message notifying 
him that a call for troops might be made to- 
night or tomorrow. There has been some 
trouble during the last week at the mines 
at Edwardsville, but the Sheriff of the 
county has been confident of his ability to 
preserve the peace without the aid of the 
militia. Today, however, he wired the Gov- 
ernor that the situation seemed more serious 
and that he might be compelled to ask for 
troops. He suggested that two companies 
be directed to hold themselves in readiness 
to go to Edwardsville if needed, and this 
has been done, but it is not expected that 
any trouble will occur, if at all, until the 
miners go to work tomorrow morning. 

Thirty men are attempting to work at the 
Madison mine, where they were formerly 
employed, but are being interfered with by 
100 or 200 Poles and Russians who do not 
live in the town and have come from other 
places to prevent the resumption of work. 
One riot already has occurred, in which 
several persons were injured and some prop- 
erty destroyed. . : 

Organize to Prevent Work. 

Edwardsville, Ill., Oct. 4.—[Special.]— 
Troops were calléd for today to check what 
appeared like an inevitable conflict at the 
coal mines. 

Strikers organized and made open threats 
to use force in preventing a resumption of 
work. When it became known that scrikers 
were marching from neighboring points the 
officials cailed on the State authorities for 
the militia. The mines are strongly guarded, 
but the Sheriff’s force is not adequate to 
cope with the strikers in case an atiack is 
made. 

The day passed without an outbreak, but 
trouble is expected tomorrow when the non- 
union men go to work. 

Troops in Readiness. 

Belleville, Ill., Oct. 4.—[{Special.J—A tele- 
gram was received from Adjutant General 
Reece at 8 p. m. today by Captain Rodgers 
of Company ‘“D,” directing him to hold 
the company in readiness to move at a mo- 
ment’s notice, armed and equipped with 
ball cartridges. The company was assem- 
bled at the armory by six taps on the fire 
bells. At 5 o’clock another message came 
directing that the company be dismissed 
from the armory. 

Vandalia, Ill., Oct. 4.—[Special.]—Colonel 
Washburn of the Fourth Regiment received 
the following telegram at noon today from 
Adjutant General Reece: 

“Hold company in readiness to move at 
& moment’s notice, armed and equipped 
with ball cartridges. Answer.” 

Colonel Washburn answered that he would 
be ready in an hour with sixty men. The 
company is in excellent shape and ready 
to obey orders at a moment’s notice. 


BOXMAKERS ARE ON A STRIKE. 


One Hundred Men of Nelson Morris & 
Co.’s Factory Leave Work De- 
manding the Scale. 


Nearly 100 boxmakers employed by Nelson 
Morris & Co. at the firm’s box factory, Thir- 
ty-eighth street and Center avenue, struck 
yesterday for the union wage scale and 
working agreement, which is generally rec- 
ognized in other box factories throughout 
the city. The superintendent of the fac- 
tory, Spencer Robinson, and J. H. Payne, 
President of the Boxmakers’ and Sawyers’ 
union, nearly came to blows in the factory 
when the walk-out took place. 

President Payne says Mr. Robinson called 
him hard names and attempted to “ pull 
a gun.”’ Mr. Robinson denies this. The 
strikers met in a hall at Thirty-fourth street 
and Center avenue, where an all-day meet- 
ing was held, and the firm’s officials were 
roundly denounced by several speakers. The 
men were advised to remain away from sa- 
loons and do no violence. 

Business Agent Kelty said last night: 

‘The scale we demand has been in effect 
since 1887. This firm and one other are the 
only ones in Chicago working men for lower 
wages.” 

Ex-Judge Ambrose, attorney for the street 
car men’s new union, held a conference with 
the Executive committee of the union, and 
a plan for future action was agreed upon. 
The union officials refuse to make public 
their proposed action in relation to the dis- 
charge of the seventeen men, who, they 
say, were let out because of their activity 
in the formation of the union. In the opin- 
fon of their attorney the men have a good 
case against the company. . 

The full meeting of the union, to be held 
tomorrow night, will act upon the advice of 
the Executive cOmMmmittee, prompted by the 
legal opinion of the attorney. 

The Journeyman Tallors’ union, Local No. 
5, is preparing a vigorous campaign for the 
enforcement of their new wage scale. With- 
in ten days every employer of union tailors 
in the city will be given an opportunity to 
sign the agreement with the union, 

Twenty-five plasterers cngaged in worx on 
the receiving ward of the County Hospital 
went on strike yesterday, contending that 
Contractor Corcoran is not paying union 
wages. President Healey has been asked to 
lay the matter before the County Board. 


Five Destroyed with a Loss of from 
$165,000 to $225,000—Five Hundred 
People Homeless—Hotel Lafayette 
at Lake Minnetonka Burned and 
Probably Will. Not Be Rebuilt—Rav- 
ages of Prairie Fires. 


| 


Wellsville, N. ¥., Oct. 4.—The little lumber- 
ing town of Austin, Potter County, Pa., was 
nearly wiped off the map by a disastrous fire 
this afternoon and evening. 

At 3 o'clock a team drove into the livery of 
R.- W. Phillips with a load of straw. The 
straw struck against a lighted gas jet and 
in a moment the whole building was ablaze. 
The livery of P. A. Gallup; just north, was 
soon in ashes, and the fire started for the 
business portion. It was found necessary to 
blow up the wooden building occupied as a 
drug store by .George Helmig in order to 
keep the fire from the mills. A south wind 
was blowing end carried the fire to the 
Methodist Church and parsonage, the Pres- 
byterian Church, and new opera-house. The 
flames then turned toward the long line of 
wooden dwellings, mostiy occupied by em- 
ployés of the Goodyear sawmills, and soon 
eighty houses had been burned to the ground. 

The big pumps, which are supplied by a 
pond near the village and which are used 
only in case of fire, were found to be entire- 
ly useless on account of scarcity of water, 
the pond being at this season extremely low. 
A special train was run from Costello, a 
neighboring village, which carried to Aus- 
tin all the fire apparatus which could be 
procured in thattown. Turner is the street 
on which all the dwelling houses were situ- 
ated. Tonight it is a smoldering mass of 
ruins. Only five dwelling houses are left 
in the town@® Fully 500 persons are homeless 
and are seeking refuge in the few bus‘ness 
houses on Main street. Insurance men who 
are upon the scene of the disaster plave the 
loss at from $165,000 to $225,000. 

Tonight the town is infested by a gang 
of toughs from outside places, and it is 
feared that considerable of the property 
saved will fall into their hands. 


Last of the Hotel Lafayette. 


Minneapolis, Minn., Oct. 4.—The Hotel 
Lafayette, Minnetonka’s most- famous hos- 
telry, is a smoldering ruin. Fire was dis- 
covered in the laundry’ this morning at 11 
o'clock. Within an incredibly short space 
of time the huge structure was a mass of 
flames. In just forty minutes the flames had 
eaten their way to the main structure. The 
wind was blowing toward Crystal Bay, but 
the fire made steady progress against it. 
The building was like tinder and in less than 
half an hour the entire main building was in 
ashes. 

Of the entire establishment everything 
was consumed save the boiler-house. The 
big tank caught fire and burst and the deluge 
drowned the boiler-house. That alone saved 
it from the flames. 

There seems to be small chance that the 
hotel will be rebuilt. It may be replaced by 
a clubhouse, but the Great Northern road, 
its owner, will probably not be connected 
with a similar venture again. The chances 
are that it would have been torn down any- 
way. 

The Lafayette was started in 1880 and fin- 
ished in 1882, and every year since has been 
a resort for prominent people from all parts 
of the country. It was the largest summer 
resort house in the West 

No figures have yet been wiven out as to 
the amount of the loss. The S. S. Eaton 
agency of St. Paul placed the insurance on 
the hotels and the buildings of the Manitoba 
railroad in its vicinity. The property was 
insured in the name of the St. Paul, Minne- 
apolis and Manitoba railway company. Offi- 
cers of the company and the agent who 
placed the insurance declined to give any 
information as to the amount placed en the 
building or the companies that carry it. It 
was learned that some of the companics 
carrying risks had memorandums to the 
effect that an amount of insurance aggre- 
gating $75,000 would be permissible on the 
hotel property. 


Ohio Town Badly Scorched. 


Cincinnati, O., Oct. 4.—An Enquirer special 
from Georgetown, O., says fire there this 
afternoon destroyed the following buildings: 
The News-Democrat office, loss $10,000, fully 
insured; William Flinn’s carriage factory, 
Charles Gruswold’s grocery, Albright & 
Co.’s wareroom, George King’s furniture 
store, George Harnold’s gallery, A. G. Mark- 
ley’s hardware store, the public school build- 
ing. Most of these establishments were in 
the Duffy Block. The total loss is probably 
$50,000. Insurance other than that men- 
tioned is not known. It started in Flinn’s 
carriage factory. 

Prize Horses Burned to Death. 

Winona, Ill, Oct. 4.—[Special.]—About 1 
o'clock this morning the large barn of 
Burgess & Son, successors to Burgess Bros., 
importers of shire perchons and hackney 
horses, was discovered to be on fire 

Despite the utmost efforts of the local 
fire company and citizens, twenty-nine head 
of horses, nearly all of which had taken 
first prizes at the Illinois and Indiana State 
Fairs this season, were burned to death, 
involving a loss of some $30,000; no insur- 
ance. Besides the horses, the barns and con- 
tents were valued at $38,000, with $1,500 in- 
surance.

RAILROAD TO THE KLONDIKE. 


Canadian Officials Talk Confidently of 
a Line to the New Gold 
Region. 


San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 4.—The construc- 
tion of a railroad from Vancouver or from 
some point east of that place on the Canadian 
Pacific line to Dawson City and the Klondike 
country in general will not be a very difficult 
or expensive undertaking in the opinion 
of Collingwood Schriber of Ottawa, who is 
now in this city. He arrived yesterday with 
a party of Ottawa people, including E. New- 
comb, Deputy Minister of Justice. 

The chief object of the Deputy Minister’s 
Western visit is to inspect .the progress of 
work on the Crows’ Nest Pass railroad, 
which virtually means another Canadian 
transcontinental railroad. The government 
has granted it a subsidy of $10,000 a mile. 
It is being built by way of Nelson on Lake 
Kootenai, and will run through the Ross- 
land mining district. It is undecided yet 
whether the new overland line will be’ex- 
tended west to tidewater or join theCana- 
dian Pacific at Hope, which is eighty-eight 
miles east of Vancouver. The total length 
of the line will be about 600 miles. 

Seattle, Wash., Oct. 4.—George Stanley, 
who is mining on El Dorado Creek, in the 
Yukon, writes to his father in this city that 
claims owned by his father and Partner 
Warden on El Dorado Creek will pan out 
half a million in gold nuggets this coming 
winter... The letter predicts that claims on 
Bear Creek will turn out as rich as those 
on Bonanza and El Dorado Creeks, pans 
averaging $5 each. Stanley also writes that 
the Canadian government is exacting a roy- 
alty of 25 cents per cord on wood to be used 
in thawing out the gravel this winter. A 
similar charge is @lso made for logs used in 
building cabins for the miners. During the 
Summer forest fires have destroyed a large 
amount of cord wood. Owing tothe scarcity 
of water but little sluicing has been done. 


CRIPPLE CREEK’S GOLD TRAIN. 


Plan to Ship a Million Worth of Bullion 
Monthly to the Philadelphia 
Mint. 


Colorado Springs, Colo., Oct. 4—A novel 
scheme for handling the gold output ofthe 
Cripple Creek mines will be put igto use by 
the operators in that district. The plan is 
to set aside the output for one manth, take 
the bullion therefrom, and ship it to the 
United States mint at Philadelphia in one 
single consignment. A special train will be 
secured for the purpose of transporting 
it. The bullion will be placed in the charge 
of some express companies which can guar- 
antee its safety, and all necessary precau- 
tions taken to prevent accident or theft 
while the consignment is in transit. 

As the present output of Cripple Creek is 
over $1,000,000 per month there will be one 
of the largest shipments of gold bullion that 
has ever crossed the continent. 


BUYING MICHIPICOTEN MINES. 


Lord Douglass Secures an Interest in 
Seven Claims and Is Enthusiastic 
at the Outlook. 


Sault Ste. Marie, Mich., Oct. 4.—Lord 
Douglass of Harwick arrived in the city this 
morning from the Michipicoten gold fields, 
where he secured an interest in seven valu- 
able claims. 

He is an enthusiastic believer in great pos- 
sibilities for this new mining region, and 
has telegraphed his brother Sholto, at Seat- 
tle, to meet him here, when the two will fur- 
ther investigate. Returning prospectors to- 
day report recent rich finds that insure 
fortunes for their owners.

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FIASCO AT THE SCHILLER. 


“LONDON ASSURANCE” PROVES A 
LAMENTABLE FAILURE. 


Ridiculous to Play the Piece in Mod- 
ern Costumes, Even Were There 
Any Plausible Excuse for Its Re- 
production at This Time—George 
Kdeson the Only One Who Secemed 
to Grasp the Situation — “ Secret 
Service” Still Draws. 


There are occasions when silence ts golden. 
For many reasons it would be futile to deal 
strenuously with the performance of “‘ Lon- 
don Assurance” at the Schilier last night, 
The management was taken unawares on 

account of the sudden demise of “ Secreis 
of State,”’ and consequently a revival of an 
old play became necessary. 

Probably *“‘ London Assurance” is cheap. 
If it is not, it is impossible to conceive any 
plausible reason for its reproduction at this 
time of day. Even Mr. Daly and his com.- 
pany failed entirely to justify the endeavor 
last spring. And, supposing that thé play 
had been worth reviving, it seems ridiculous 
to play it in modern costumes, thus robbing 
it of the atmosphere which alone could inahe 
it tolerable. 

George Edeson as the meddlesome village 
lawyer was the only member of the conm- 
pany who in any way grasped the situation, 
and he was an anachronism among the rest. 
Of the individual acting it is unnecessary to 
speak for reasons already mentioned. 

** London Assurance ”’ has been long con- 
sidered proper food for amateurs, and last 
night one could well have wished that ama- 
teurs had been making themselves ridiculous 
instead of a deserving stock company. Save 
by Mr. Edeson, not a single line was apoken 
with even a ray of intelligence, and about 
one word in ten was forgotten or misplaced. 
It is hard to remember a more lamentable 
fiasco. With all the good intentions in the 
world it would be impossible, .even if jt 
were advisable, to attempt to find excuses 
for this misfortune, 

' The management of the Schiller solicited 
and obtained the warmest support of thea- 
tergoers in Chicago. They have attempted 
to prove the possibility of maintaining a good 
stock company in this city. And so far they 
had the sympathies of every one in the 
community who cared for the drama. In 
carrying out their plans they have doubt- 
less suffered themselves, but they have done 
far worse than that. They have doomed the 
stock company principle for many years to 
come. 

One of two thingsis apparent. If ‘‘ London 
Assurance’’ was put in solely as a stop- 
gap we must conclude that the management 
is wonderfully poverty-stricken in the mat- 
ter of plays. If, on the other hand, this re- 
vival was part of. the general scheme of 
mingling old plays with new, then last 
night’s melancholy performance must go 
upon its merits. 

In either case the final result is obvious. 
It would be neither just nor kind to attempt 
to palliate such an unmitigated error of 
judgment and managerial capacity.

Richard Mansfield’s Premier Presenta- 
tion of “‘ The Devil’s Dispute ” at 
the Fifth Avenue Theater. 


New York, Oct. 4.—[Special.]—“The Devil's 
Dispute,” which Richard Mansfield pre- 
sented for the first time at the Fifth Avenue 
Theater tonight, is as refreshing from a 
mental point of view for its wit, satire, 
dramatic force, and human wisdom as 
‘‘Arms and the Man.”’ There is not much 
story. Richard Dudgeon assumes to be a 
certain minister, suffers himself to be ar- 
rested for him on a charge of treason against 
King George, and is about to be hanged. 
General Burgoyne says they cannot shoot 
him—English soldiers are such bad marks- 
men it would only bungle the job—when the 
necessary reprieve arrives and Richard goes 
free.

Work of Elevation at Six- 
teenth Street Is Begun. 


HOISTED BY JACKSCREWS. 


Operation Not to Interfere with 
Running Trains. 


OE 


BUILDING HARRISON LINK. 


The Alley “‘L.” yesterday began the work 
of elevating its tracks eleven and one-half 
feet over the St. Charles Air Line tracks at 
Sixteenth street, so as to permit the latter 
to hoist its line above grade. The work is 
almost the most important the Alley “ L”’ 
has undertaken, but its engineers say it wil 
be‘carried out without passengers remark- 
ing anything unusual, save a slackening ig 
the speed of trains between Fourteenth and 
Eighteenth streets. 

The structure, with moving trains on it, is 
to be hoisted in the air by means of a wooden 
scaffolding equipped with heavy jackscrews. 
Between Eighteenth street and the curve 
just north of the Haven School, big wooden 
beams have been erected, one end suppurt- 
ing the horizontal girders on which the 
tracks rest, and the other terminating in a 
wooden foundation with the big: jack be- 
neath it. 

Every day from now until November, the 
jacks will be given a few turns, raising the 
whole‘structure about three inches. As fast 
as the necessary height is attained the stee! 
columns now supporting the girders will be 
pieced out with a steel extension of like 
construction. The extensions at the ends of 
the section elevated will, of course, be the 
shortest, the length of the columns gradu- 
ally lengthening to the maximum at Six- 
teenth street, where they will support the 
tracks at a level of over thirty-one fe 
above the sidewalk. 

All the while trains will run as usual, only 
they will “slow up” at the point affected. 

The work will be finished by Nov. 10 or 
thereabouts and the wooden scaffolding, 
which represents a principle employed fre- 
quently in bridge construction or recon- 
struction, will rémain in place to the end. 
The grade created will be a 2 per cent grade 
—Jjust equal to that at the approaches to the 
Alley *‘ L”’ span‘over the Illinois Central ac 
Sixty-third street. 

Construction of the structure in Harrison 
street to connect the present line with the 


loop began yesterday. All the material is 


at hand and the work will be finished ina 
few weeks. When the Alley “LL” trains 
turn into Harrison street to circumnavigate 
the loop the present Congress Street Station 
will be abandoned. 

A heavy force of men is at work on the 
construction of the electric power-house at 
Fortieth and State streets, and in laying the 
third rail for the forthcoming change to 
electricity. The laying of the extra rail be- 
tween Eighteenth and Fourtceenth streeis 
will necessarily. be postponed until that sec- 
tion is elevated. 


FOOTE TALKS OF FRANCHISES. 


‘No Reforms Can Come to Cities,’”’ He 
Says, “‘ Till Better Accounts 
Are Kept.’’ 


Allen Ripley Foote of Washington, D.C., 
who read a paper at the Columbus conven- 
tion of Mayors on the municipal ownership 
of water, gas, and electric light plants, is 


stopping at the Auditorium. He refused tu . 
discuss the local franchise issues on the’ 


ground that he never expressed on opinion 
of such things without a careful study of 
the conditions, which he had not made here. 
He intimated that he might return to take 
some hand in the opposition to the extension 
of 4Zranchises under the Allen law. 

He said that no reform in municipal gov- 
ernment could come until there was a bet- 
ter system of keeping public accounts. 
Nothing could be accomplished without data 
that would allow the comparison of one city 
with another, and this was impossible at 
present. He advocated the appointment of 
an auditor, who should be a State official, 
and a uniform system of bookkeeping for all 
the cities in the State. After that reforms 
would be more readily secured. 

The first session of the Social Economic 
conference on city government was held at 
Hull House last evening. J. Ramsay 
MacDonald of London was the speaker of 
the evening, and chose for his subject 
‘* Municipalities.’”’ Mr. MacDonald described 
the various methods of municipal govern- 
ment now in vogue in different parts of 
Europe, and compared the evils to be found 
abreuad to those to be found in the govern- 
ment of American cities; Though speaking 
from the standpoint of an Englishman Mr. 
MacDonald was full of praise for American 
institutiéns and saw a remedy for every 
evil. The conference continues until Thurs- 
day night. 


GAGE’S DEDICATORY ADDRESS. 


It Is to Be Delivered at the Bradley 
Polytechnic Institute on Fri- 
day Next. 


Peoria, Ill., Oct. 4.—{Special.]—The Brad- 
ley Polytechnic Institute, founded by Mrs. 
Lydia Bradley, a wealthy widow, who has 
enaowed it with her entire property, now 
valued at $2,000,000, began its work this 
morning. There was no ceremony about the 
opening, the formal exercises being deferred 
until Friday, when founders’ day will be ob- 
served and Secretary of the Treasury Gage 
will deliver the dedicatory address, while 
Dr. Harper of the University of Chicago, 
who is President of the institute, will aiso 
speak. 

The greater part of the buildings are still 
uncompleted owing to a delay in securing 
structural iron early intheseason. Students 
to the number of 115 registered this morn- 
ing and many more are expected when the 
buildings are completed. Regular chapcl 
exercises will begin tomorrow morning and 
the classes will be organized. The instruc- 
tion at present is confined to academic work. 
The manual training departments and 
technical schools will not be ready for work 
for several weeks.

JHE FLIGHT OF TANNER. 
When the Governor of a great State like 
this chooses the members of his military 
staff it is supposed that he endeavors to 
pick up bold, intrepid individuals whom 
no danger can daunt and no hostile enemy 
can alarm. The men whom the Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the armed forces of Li- 
linois needs to have about him are men 
who will meet the enemy cheerfully at 
the frontier if he attempts to invade the 
State or go joyfully outside if to seek him 
when the Governor leads the way. But 
Tanner seems to have been unfortunate 
in his selections. All the bravery of his 
staff is in their uniforms. 

The Governor was to have gone to Nash- 
ville this week so as to be present at the 
exposition on Chicago. day. He was to 
have been accompanied by those brilliantly- 
attired military comrades who contributed 
so much by the splendor of their appear- 
ance to the eclat of the dedication of the 
Grant mausoleum in New York. The 
citizens of Nashville were longing. to see 
them—especially Van Cleave, a warrior of 
whose reckless fee charges and tin tag 
decorations they had heard so much. 

But the Governor has changed his mind. 
Instead of going to Nashville he has gone 
out West among the mountains and the 
free silverites. His staff got frightened 
and their fears infected him. He states 
that some of the brave boys refused to go 
to Nashville because they are afraid of the 
yellow fever; The Governor was a good 
soldier during the war and never showed 
the. white feather. But cowardly asso- 
ciates have demoralized him, and he has 
stuck a whole Bunch of white feathers in his 
chapeau and fled to the mountains in search 
of game. 4 

There is no yellow fever at Nashville. 

There is none within several hundred miles 
of there. Even if there were, gay and 
gallant Colonels like Van Cleave should 
not hesitate to go where duty called them. 
They would be in no more danger of fever 
at Nashville than at Springfield or Chi- 
cago, but they have become panic-stricken. 
They have behaved just as they would have 
behaved at Bull Run and have stampeded 
their commander. 
' Tanner should have stuck to his determi- 
nation to go to Nashville though his Falstaff 
and all the rest of his staff deserted him. 
He should have dismissed the weak 
creatures in a fiery general order, 2 ppointed 
some brave men to replace them, and then 
have departed for the South to assure the 
Tennesseeans how much the Lillinoisans 
liked them’ and how glad they would be to 
have more of their trade. ‘ 

The official visit of the Chief Executive 
of Illinois to the Nashville Exposition would 
be a courteous act which would be appre- 
ciated whether he went alone or was ac- 
companied by his staff in full uniform— 
“clothed in blue, all of them desirable 
young men, horsemen riding upon horses,” 
as described by Ezekiel. Not to go after 
having promised to go and to assign so 
flimsy a pretext for staying away will 
create 1 bad impression. 

The Governor should be telegraphed to to 
* come back and all will be forgiven.” The 
fears his staff have filled him with are un- 
.worthy of him. He went to Tennessee a 
quarter of a century ago when it was really 
dangerous to do so. He went without a 
staff. So he certainly ought to go now even 
if he has to leave Van Cleave behind. He 
must not allow the Cook County Democracy 
to go to the exposition, enjoy his welcome, 
and crow over him. 
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POLITICAL CHAOS IN NEW YORK. 

The political storm center in this country, 
for the time being, seems to be located about 
Manhattan Island, where no less than five 
candidates are contending for the Mayor- 
alty of Greater New York. When Ross 
Croker secured the acceptance by his servile 
Tammany followers of his slate for munic- 
ipal efficers he supposed that the Rubicon 
had not only been successiully passed but 
that victory was in sight. The first dis- 
eturbance of his dream came in the prompt 
and unanimous action of the Executive 
committee of. the German-American Re- 
form union indorsing Seth Low for Mayor 
on the ground of “his political ante- 
cedents,” “his high personal character,” 
his former record as Mayor of the City of 
Brooklyn, and “ the program contained in 
his letter of acceptance ” of the nomination 
of the Citizens’ union. 

The action of the German-American 
union is the more significant in view of the 
fact that it was taken after a committee 
which had been appointed to confer with 
the Tammany managers had met wita a 
cool rebuff at the Tammany headquarters. 
Although Demecrats, they assisted in the 
election of Mayor Strong three years ago, 
and will exert a strong influence in the com- 
ing contest. ‘The possible importance of 
their action is indicated in the fact that the 
total German-American vote of Greater 
New York aggregates something like 100,- 
000. 
But the greatest shock to the Croker- 
Tammany machine seems to have resulted 
from the action of the Democratic alliance 
and the United Democracy—both free silver 
Democratic organizatiuns—in declaring for 
Henry Geonge. While the whole Bryan fol- 
lowing was ignominiously snubbed and its 
free silver doctrine ignored in the Tammany 
convention, it.is now reported that Croker 
and Sheehan have sent forward an urgent 
appeal to Mr. Bryan to come over and help 
whip his followers into line. Whether he 
will consent to eat “ humble pie ”’ at the dic- 
tation of the Tammany bosses and become 
a “cat’s paw” for their benefit while 
humiliating his own friends remains to be 
seen. 

Of course, the followers of the several 
candidates profess unbounded confidence 
in the suecess of their respective favorites. 
To the impartial observer it would be im- 
possible to conceive of a more chaotic con- 
dition of affairs, though only a little prac- 
tical common sense and a due degree of un- 
selfish patriotism would seem to be neces- 
sary to bring order out of the present con- 
fusion and insure a triumph for good gov- 
ernment. General Tracy, the straightout 
Republican nominee, has enjoyed the re- 
spect and confidence ef the whole country in 
an eminent degree; but, in the position in 
which he is now placed, he is widely regard- 
ed as being used as a tool for the benefit of 
“the machine” controlled by Piatt. This 
is a position which Tae Trrsune believes 
he would repudiate with indignation, but 
the public sentiment on the subject remains 
the same. The inconsistency of his present 
position and that of his partisan supporters 
is illustrated in the fact that the convention 
which nominated Mr. Strong for Mayor of 
lesser New York three years ago enunci- 


| ated its position in the following terms: |

politics. We do not ask any Citizen to. give up 
his party on national and State issues, but to 


rise above partisanship to the broad plane of 
citizenship, and to unite in an urgent demand 


for the nomination and election of fit candidates, 
whatever their national] party affiliations. 

Of course the men who are now insisting 
upon the election of a straightout Repub- 
lican for Mayor—including General Tracy 
—three years ago indorsed this platform, 
If it was sound doctrine then it is impossible 
to see how it can be otherwise now when 
much more important results depend upon 
the election. In fact General ‘Tracy not 
only distinctly indorsed this view by ad- 
vocating an amendment of the State consti- 
tution permitting minority representation, 
but in an address to the State Legislature 
over his signature joined in the declaration 
that “in the administration of a city, the 
common interests of citizenship are more 
fundamental than party divisions.” How 
long will this game of ‘suicide between 
friends of two candidates who profess to be 
seeking the same end—sound government 
for Greater New York—~-be permitted to con- 
tinue?

WILL NOT AFFILIATE WITH ANARCHY. 

The Chicago Federation of Labor has 
refused, by a vote of nearly three-to one, 
to assist in the arrangements for a meeting 
to commemorate the tenth anniversary of 
the hanging of Spies, Parsons, and other 
murderous Anarchists. It would have 
been better, however, if all the delegates 
had voted to reject the impudent proposi- 
tion. 

The Federation of Labor was asked by 
the Anarchists to unite in doing honor to 
the memory of Spies xnd his associates on 
the ground that they were ‘“ martyrs,” 
were “agitators and philosophers, killed 
for having thought and spoken in the di- 
rection of industrial emancipation,’ and 
were “serving humanity during their 
lives.” The delegates from the _ labor 
unions composing the federation were un- 
able to take that view of the case. 

As one of the delegates put it: 


If anything in Chicago has retarded the triumph 
of the eight-hour movement it was anarchy and 
that haymarket business. Those men were mur- 
derers, and deserved their fate. A hundred times 
they preached murder on our lake front and advo- 
cated putting bombs to the foundations of our 
city. They had not the c@Ourage. to act out 
this advice, and when weaker men did do it they 
paid a just penalty with their lives. Trades union- 
ism has naught to do with such abominations, and 
is too sensible to vote their uphoiders panegyrics 


when they are dead. 

The Anarchists who were hanged for the 
murders they instigated loathed and 
abominated trades unionism. They saw in 
it an obstacle to the carrying out of their 
projects. The Anarchists of today feel as 
those of 1886 did. They would like to seey 
all unions destroyed, believing that there- 
upon they could convert more easily to 
anarchism the men who belong to them, 

“ Organized labor ” has a policy which is 
stated in the above extract. ‘That is not the 
policy of the Anarchists, however. They 
want to do away with the wage system al- 
together and to substitute for it a system 
which. would reduce the workingmen to a 
condition not differing materially from that 
of the inmates of a penitentiary, with the 
Anarchist leaders as their bosses. That is 
not what the workingmen want. 

Then years ago there was more sympathy 
felt among the members of Chicago labor 
unions for Spies and his fellow-rnurderers 
than is felt today. It was largely the sym- 
pathy of ignorance. Since then the work- 
ingmen have come to understand more 
clearly what Spies was driving at, and they 
recognize in him and in men like him the 
arch enemies of their cause. 

The Anarchists will mourn over the mur- 
derers of the haymarket next month. 
Nobody will .interfere with them. They 
can make all the speeches and adopt all 
the silly resolutions they please. But “ or- 
ganized labor” should keep away. It can 
have no tears to shed over men who had as 
low an opinion of trades unionists as they 
had of capitalists. 


JOHNNY POWERS AND HEAVEN. 

“ Heaven,” says Mr. Wordsworth, “lies 
about us in our infancy,” but when we are 
grown up, according to the Rey. Mr. Leach, 
it is in the neighborhood of the Nineteenth 
Ward. “I stand here,” Mr. Leach adds, 
by “ here ” meaning the Nineteenth, “ in the 


presence of God atid say that the percentage ” 


of wickedness here in the shape of drunken- 
ness, profanity, and obscenity is less than 
in any place where I haveeverlived.”’ Mr. 
Leach is also of opinion that John 
Powers is “all right,” and he sees nothing 
wrong about him because he takes care of 
the ward, and the Nineteenth has more of- 
fices than any other ward in the city. 

Tae Tripune is inclined to take issue 
with Mr. Leach, for Holy Writ says that 
heaven is paved with gold and, so far as we 
know, the wards contiguous to the bloody 
Nineteenth are paved with cedar. But this 
may be a mere detail for which the con- 
tractors are responsible. It is well known 
that Chicago paving contractors have not 
the fear of the Lord before their eyes. 

It is possible that Mr. Leach is evorrect in 
his assertion. There can be no doubt that . 
heaven is as near the Nineteenth Ward as it 
is to any other ward in Chicago, and there 
is a chance that it is nearer. John Powers 
is away from there most of the time. 


THE ILLINOIS SUPREME COURT. 

Today the Supreme Court wil! convene 
after the summer vacation. It will meet at 
Springfield, which is to be its permanent 
abode henceforth. The Justices will no 
longer have to lead that nomadic life which 
has been their lot for the last fifty years. 
They will not have to spend their time in 
traveling from Springfield to Mount Ver- 
non and from there to Ottawa, carrying 
with them a bulky load of papers belonging 
to cases which have to be decided. 

There was a time in the early history of 
the State when the old method of holding 
court was not particularly inconvenient ex- 
cept for the Judges. There was little busi- 
ness to be done and they had abundant time 
in which to doit. They had about as much 
to attend to at one place as another. Nor 
did the lawyers find much fault with’ an 
arrangement which brought the court near- 
er their own offices. 

For more than thirty years, however, 
the wandering system of holding court has 
inconvenienced everybody except lawyers 
living quite near Ottawa and Mount Ver- 
non who could get to those places more 
easily than to Springfield. For over a score 
of years efforts have been made to settle the 
court at Springfield. The ldwyeré of the 
northern part of the State, where most of 
the business of the court originates, weré 
the most persistent in their demand for the 
change. 

Nothing is more difficult, however, than 
to induce a Legislature to do anything 
for the public interest when some joeal 
personal interest will be affected thereby. 
The few lawyers and tavernkeepers who 
were the benéficiaries of the old system al- 


| ways had representatives in the General 


Assembly who fought for their “ vested 
rights.” OE tars 
If the convenience of the public had been 
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| the adoption of the new constitution, which 


empowered the Legislature to do that which 
was not done until 1897. It has taken 
twenty-seven years to get rid of a veneruble 
nuisance. ; 

The Illinois Supreme Court which has 
done business under such great disad- 
vantages for so many years will do much 
better work now than ever before. The 
Justices will be able to devote more time 
‘and thought to the increasing volume of 
litigation they have todeal with. Litigants 
will get a better article of justice and, which 
is a matter of great importance, they will 
get it more speedily. When the effects of 
the new system become apparent, [llinois- 
ans will wonder how they had the patience 
to put up so long with the old, bad ways. 


CHICAGO JUSTICES OF THE\PEACE, 
The grand jury which served last month 


was drawn under the new jury law. It 
was made up of men who stand high above 


those of whom juries have generally been . 


composed for several years. 
them sought to get on the jury. Not one 
of them tried to make money out of his 
position. 

But the recommendations of this supe- 
rior grand jury were the same as those of 
the inferior juries that have preceded it. 
They all agree in the assertion that many 
of the justices of the peace show criminal 
incompetency in the discharge of their du- 
ties. When there is such unanimity of 
opinion among good, bad, and indifferent 
jurors there need be no hesitation about 
assuming that the charges against the 
justices are true. 

The” report made to the court by the 
grand jury on last Saturday states that— 


Under our present system our experiencé as 
jurors has shown that our justice courts, in their 
pelice jurisdiction, turn over to the grand jury a 
large number of frivolous cases, some of which 
result in the imprisonment of innocent men and 
children for several weeks in the County Jail until 
the grand jury can act on their cases. In the 
County Jail we found children of 9 years of age, 
who had been bound over to the grand jury by 
incompetent or corrupt justices of the peace, in 
disregard of the fact that the laws of Illinois 
recognize no capacity for criminality in a child 
of that age. 

This is no new complaint. It is the 


same one which grand juries have been 
making month in and month out for some 
years. But those incessant complaints 
have had no effect on the justices of the 
peace. They have had none on the com- 
munity. “Those who have suffered by rea- 
son of the shortcomings of the justices 
have been poor and friendless, and nobody 
has concerned himself about them. 

As a rule, those justices before whom 
criminal cases are brought for preliminary 
hearing do not like to take any more trou- 
ble than they can help. They will shirk 
responsibility whenever they can and hold 
over to the grand jury persons whose cases 
they should have examined into thorough- 
ly and whom they should have discharged. 
They assume that every individual brought 
before them is guilty until he can prove 
himself innocent. 

The grand jury suggests that the follow- 
ing changes in the present laws would 
prove beneficial: 

1, Providing fixed salaries for justices of the 
peace of such large amount as to tommand high 
judicial talent, coupled with additional precas- 
tions against the selection of unworthy men. 

2. The extension of the criminal jurisdiction of 
such justices in minor offenses with the power of 
direct commitment to jail in punishment. 

These suggestions have some merit. It 
would be much better if both petty civil 
suits and minor criminal offenses could be 
disposed of finally by justices of the peace. 
The time of the Superior Courts should 
not be taken up with such matters. But, 
of course, before that can be done with 
safety some methods of getting satisfactory 
justices must be divised. 

There is no doubt that the quality of the 
justice administered in civil cases would 
be improved greatly if the fee system were 
abolished and the justices paid adequate 
fixed salaries. For that change would put 
a stop to the present disgraceful scramble 
for business and the evils which result 
from it. But to pay those justices who 
handle the bulk of criminal business more 
money than they are getting at present 
would not give them judicial talent they 
do not possess, and might not make them 
any more regardfu! of the rights of the ac- 
cused than they are now. 

It would be well if there were “ addi- 
tional precautions against the selection of 
unworthy men,” for the prime condition of 
any reform in the minor judiciary is the 
appointment of first-class men. But what 
“additional precautions” can be taken? 
The framers of the constitution thought 
they had provided enough when they di- 
rected that the Chicago justices be desig- 
nated by.the Cook County Judges, subject 
to the approval of the Governor and the 
ratification of the Senate. 

Those precautions have not proved ade- 
quate. What others can be suggested ? 
What can be done to secure for four-year 
terms, with an uncertainty of reappoint- 
ment, the services of men of ability, good 
judgment, and honesty? 
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PREMIER SAGASTA SPEAKS. 

According to a Madrid dispatch Premier 
Sagasta has submitted to his first formal in- 
terview and has taken the world into his 
confidence as to the changes which he pro- 
poses to introduce into the manugement of 
affairs in dealing with the Cuban ques- 
tion. Some of these are so radical. that, 
judged by the irritable tone of the Spanish 
press a few months ago, their mere sugges- 
tion then would have precipitated a revolu- 
tion. Yet they will now be accepted witha 
calmness indicating how true it is that there 
is “‘no such thing as a public sentiment in 
Spain.” : 

While it is positively given out that Wey- 
ler will be recalled, it is evident that the new 
Premier has no purpose of recognizing the 
independence of Cuba or accepting Ameri- 
canintervention. He evidently counts upon 
a more friendly feeling in the United States 
in consideration of the promise of a more 
humane policy in conducting the war and of 
autonomy and other reforms to the Cubans. 
That the new Cabinet really intends to 
stand on a higher plane than its predeces- 
sors .have done need not be questioned. 
On the contrary, the evidence that its policy 
will be of a more enlightened and humane 
character will win for it a certain degree 
of sympathy and respect. It may even 
delay the final crisis somewhat, but that 
it can avert the dismemberment of Spain 
from its colonies is utterly improbable. 
Spain is learning the lesson which adversity 
teaches, but its acceptance comes too late 
to save it from the consequences of a long

SPEAKING ABOUT WAR. 

With rumors of war flying about in all 
directions, with our relations with Spain 
growing daily more delicate, with Japan 
watching for a chance to trip us in the 
Hawaiian annexation project, with Eng- 
land insulting our pet seals and casting 
aspersions in her newspapers upon our Sec- 
retary of State, a new and more alarming 
crisis: suddenly arises in an unexpected 
quarter, and American diplomats must re- 
form their lines upon an entirely new plan. 
Word comes from Paris that Major Moses 
P. Handy, Ambassador Extraordinary and 
Minister Plenipotentiary from the United 
States of America to the High Court of 
the Paris Exposition of 1900, is about to 
throw his glove into the fair face of 
France. If he eannot have all the space 
he wants, forsooth he will take none at 
all, and on behalf of the commercial and 
industrial interests of his Uncle Samuel 
will withdraw entirely and let the big 
show go to the bow-wows, asi were. 

Something ought to be done about it. 
Major Handy should not allow his zeal and 
impulsive hot blood to cast a pall over this 
great exposition on which the Parisians 
have set their hearts. In the mere interest 
of humanity, and leaving out of the ques- 
tion entirely the danger of a breach of in- 
ternational relations, the Major should be 
merciful and do nothing rash. 

But, beyond this, is this special ambas- 


sador justified in jarring the harmonious 


relations of two great and friendly nations 
because he cannot get as good a place as 
he desires for the American exhibiter at 
the great show? Let the Major go slow. 
Let him read General Miles’ thrilling ac- 
count of the review of the French army 
and beware against rousing the French 
blood too far. 


Mrs. ORMISTON CHANT, the social reform- 
er, who went to Greece with a party of nurses 
during the war with Turkey, in the course 
of a recently delivered lecture made the 
statement that the Crown Princess of Greece, 
Princess Sophia of Prussia, told her the 
worst and most cruel foe of Greece was not 
the Sultan of Turkey, nor the Turks, but it 
was her own brother, Emperor William of 
Germany. It would be interesting to know 
the cause of the latter’s malicious hatred.

The 
Emperor William undoubtedly could have 
served Greece if he had been so disposed, and 
could even have enlarged its territory by 
additions from the old Greek Kingdom of 
Macedonia, and thus left the Turks still less 
territory in Europe. There is no doubt 
when the true history of the Kuropean con- 
cert is written it will be shown that the 
King of Greece was averse to war, but was 
forced into it. by the six powers, which gave 
him to understand he would have help, and 
when the time came and it was too late for 


-him to retrace his steps, except at the risk 


of losing his throne, if not his life, that they 
basely deserted him, drove him out of Crete, 
and then left him alone to meet the Turk. 
And foremost in this duplicity will be found 
the Emperor of Germany. The reason for 
his course, however, remains to be discov- 
ered. There is no doubt Mrs. Chant’s state- 
ment is correct, for the Crown Princess told 
substantially the same story to Mr. Henry 
Norman, the well-known war correspond- 
ent of the London Chronicle.

Five Months of Dingley Act Compared 
_ with Twelve Months of Demo- . 
cratic Tariff. 


As it is highly important to business-men 
to know how far in particular branches of 
business their market was forestalled by 
forcign importations while the tariff was 
pending, a recent statement by the Bureau 
of Statistics has itmterest and value. It 
shows in what articles the imports during 
four months, March-June inclusive, ex- 
ceeded those of the corresponding monihs 
of the previous year, and to what extent. 
The increase in quantities for the various 
classes: of woolen goods, not being given by 
the Bureau of Statistics, has also been 
added. Two other columns of great prac- 
tical interest show the total quantities or 
values of the same articles imported during 
the fiscal year 1896, with the percentages 
of the increase in five months to the total 
for that year. Thus it may be readily esti- 
mated how great a proportion of an ordinary 
year’s demand has been anticipated: 
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Outside of woolen material, therefore, the 
main increase of imports was in articles of 
which over three months’, but less than five 
months’, tmports came in anticipation. Of 
these asphalt four months, barley and 
chlorate of potash three and one-half 
months each, are not of great importancé as 
respects general business, and the revenue 
on the increase of the three would be only 
$155,000. The important articles, besides 
those of which about half a year’s imports 
or more came in, were woolen goods in value 
$15,539,617; carpet wool on which the reve- 
nue on the increase, if imported under new 
duties, would have been $1,550,000; tobaccs 
for wrappers, $3,256,000 duties if imported; 
burlaps, $750,000 duties; cuticry, $468,000; 
Chinese matting, $455,000; and unsilvercd 
polished glass, only $31,000. The duties on 
the increase in woolen goods, if imported 
after the new act was passed, would have 
been $12,450,000, of which dress goods alone 
represent about $4,800,000. It will be recog- 
nized that a large part of these imports 
would not have occurred under present 
duties. In the light of the facts here given, 
it may be seen how heavy was the sacrifice 
of revenue involved by permitting importa- 
tions at old rates during the months while 
the new tariff law was pending, but also how 
few are the classes of articles in which im- 
ported goods now remain likely to affect the 
market materially after another moath.— 
New York Tribune. 
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Trying to Correct a Glaring Imposi- 
tion, 


The most valuable contribution to the 
October number of the Forum is the article 
in which Dr. Joseph Mimmo Jr. discusses the 
protective features of Sec. 22 of the new 
tariff act. We refer especially to that part 
of the section that provides that a discrim- 
inating duty of 10 per cent ad valorem, in 
addition to the duties imposed by law, shall 
be levied on all merchandise “ which, being 
the production or manufacture of any for- 
eign country not contiguous to the United 
States shall come into the United States 
from a contiguous country.” There is no 
doubt that the meaning of this provision 
will have to be judicially determined, 
although the Treasury department may, for 
the moment, hold itself bound in courtesy to 
abide by the opinion of the Attorney General. 
Dr. Nimmo, for his part, contends that the 
words in quotation marks mean, and were 
intended by Congress to mean, precisely 
what they say. The only countries contig- 
uous to the United States are Mexico and 
Canada, and it was especially Canada and its 
subsidized railroad, the Canadian Pacific, 
which were aimed at by the authors and ap- 
provers of the section. 

The argument set forth in the Forum is 
based upon the privileges prejudicial to 
American interests which are enjoyed by 
the Canadian Pacific. No sooner was this 
transcontinental line opened for traffic in 
June, 1886, than its officers applied to the 
Secretary of the Treasury for permission to 
engage in both the domestic and foreign 
transit trade of the United States, The priv- 
lleges requested and conceded embraced thé 
right to transport goods from points in our 
seaboard States to points in our interior 
States, in competition with American lines, 
and also the right to receive foreign goods at 
Vancouver consigned to points tn the United 
States east of the Rocky Mountains. On 
the western side of the continent the foreign 
transit trade diverts American commerce 
from American ships, American seaports, 
and American internal lines of transporta- 
tion; and this with no possible correspond- 
ing advantage to be derived m Canadian 
commerce. The subvention of $215,000,000 
to the Canadian Pacific railway by the Do- 
minion government amounts, at 5 per cent 
interest, to an annual subsidy of over $10,- 
000,000, available for the diversion of Amer- 
ican commerce from Americar ships, sea 
ports, and transportation lines. It is further 
to be noted that a British steamer line be- 
tween: Vancouver and China and Japan re- 
ceives a subsidy of $300,000 a year from the 
British and Canadian governments. 

In view of these facts Dr. Nimmo submits 
that the Secretary of the Treasury, who, by 
the act of 1866, was empowered to establish 
new transit lines, would have been justified 
in refusing the privileges of the foreign 
transit trade to the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way. Unfortunately, Secretary Manning 
decided to give this foreign corporation all 
the privileges sought by it, and still further 
facilitated their plans through the device 
of a consular seal, thus inauguratipg a glar- 
ing discrimination against American ships, 
seaports, and internal transportation lines. 
The injustice of the discrimiriation is ex- 
plained as follows: Our laws concerning 
the transportation of dutiable goods from 
seaports of the United States to interior 
points in the United States require that a 
consular invoice of such goods shall be deliv- 
ered for examination to the customs officer 
at San Francisco, for example; that entry 
of the goods shall be made at that port; that 
‘the goods shall be shipped under a trans- 
portation bond for the security or the duties; 
that the railroads over which the transporta- 
tion takes place shall also be bonded, and 
that the cars in which they are carried shall 
be sealed. On the other hand, for the espe- 
cial accommodation of the Canadian Pacific 
railway, foreign goods to be shipped east- 
ward from~Vancouver to points in the 
United States east of the Rocky Mountains 
are received at Vancouver by a consular 
agent of the State tg ag He forwards 
them over the Canadian } railway 
without examination or certifying to the in- 
voices and without bonding the goods. Nor 
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tiguous countfies which shall come into the 
United States from a contiguous country is 
not only timely but constitutes a just and 
Proper act of protection, fh harmony with 
the avowed principles of the politica] party 
now in power.—New York Sun. 


Our Sea Coast Needs.

The 
points, therefore, to- be strongly held at 
these approaches are Portland, Province. 
town, the eastern end of Long Island Sound, 
Sandy Hook, and Cape Henry Channel. The 


entrances to Delaware Bay and to Port 


Royal Sound should also be made secure 
against hostile occupation.

An appeal from the decision of Commis- 
sioner Hermann in the famous Chicago lake 
front case has been lying upon the desk of 
Secretary Bliss for several weeks, but no ac- 
tion has been taken in the matter.

“After Lieutenant Peary had secured the 
meteorite, which was the prime object of 
his recent expedition to Greenland,” said 
Engineer Knight of the steamer Hope, 
“orders were given for us to go further 
north, and we did not stop until Cape Sa- 
bine, 600 miles from Meteorite. Island, had 
been reached. It has been thirty years since 
a vessel has touched at that point on the 
west coast of Greenland, and some of the 
Eskimo had never seen such a craft as 
ours. At first they regarded it as a super- 
natural being and were inclined to make 
all sorts of offerings in the interest of peace 
and friendship. When some of the natives 
ventured aboard they did so with misgivings 
as to their fate, and one old chap dropped 
down on his knees and began praying most 
vociferously for his deceased ancestors to 
protect him from danger. We learned this 
from a black man who was in our crew and 
acted as interpreter for us in our intercourse 
with the northern Eskimos. This black 
fellow had wintered among these Eski- 
mos and proved to be almost invaluable 
to us, particularly when we had any barter- 
ing to do. Money was not desired by the 
Eskimos, but articles of wearing apparel 
were worth their weight in ivory or gold.”’

GOUNSEL IN A SPLI? 


Luetgert’s Lawyers Fall Out 
on Letting Him Testify 


VINCENT FEARS RESULTS. 


Prisoner Begs to Be Heard and 
Phalen Will Decide.

Adolph L. Luetgert’s attorneys parted 
company yesterday afternoon over the ques- 
ticn of putting Luetgert on the witness- 
stand before the defense closes its case to- 
day. Arnold Luetgert, the sausage-maker’s 
son, William Charles, his confidential busi- 
ness agent, and Luetgert himself have cut 
with Attorney Vincent, chief counsel for 
the defense, and till late last night the two 
former labored with Attorney Phalen to get 
permission for Luetgert to go on the stand 
and tell his story. 

Attorney Vincent, to use his own words, 
has “‘ washed his skirts of the whole af- 
fair’’ and has announced that if Luetgert 
testifies it will be against his judgment 
and that of every criminal lawyer of note 
in Chicago. It was believed, nevertheless, 
that Luctgert would finally have his own 
— and would go on the witness-stand to- 

ay. 


How the Split Came. 


Luetgert’s attorneys had their final split 
when the State’s attorneys tried to find out 
whether the prisoner was going to testify, 
in order that they might be ready to begin 
the rebuttal. They were already prepared 
for Luetgert’s cross-examination, if he tes- 
tifled. As soon as court adjourned Attorney 
Vineent and Attorney Phalen held a consul- 
tation to find out what should be done. 

Luietgert earlier in the afternoon had fair- 
ly begged to be allowed to go on the stand. 
Attorney Phalen sided with him, and 
thought it would be a good thing to let him 
testify. Attorney Vincent was obdurate on 
the opposite side. Luetgert’s son Arnold 
and William Charles also begged that Luet- 
gert’s lawyers let him have his own way. 


Luetgert Accuses Vincent.. 


Luetgert accused Attorney. Vincent of 
keeping him off the witness stand at the 
preliminary examinations, and charged him 
with being responsible for his being indicted. 
The testy sausagemaker asserted thet if 
he had a chance to tell his story to the 
grand jurors and to Justice Kersten he never 
would have been indicted. 

‘* Just let me tell the jurors what I was 

doing and they'll never think of convicting 
me,’' was the tenor of his remarks. 
' Attorney Vincent believes he knows Luet- 
gert too well to take any chance of his going 
on the stand. He is well aware the Stute 
has a merciless cross-examination ready, 
and he believes Luetgert never will be able 
to held his temper under it. 

When the State let William Charles off 
without a cross-examination Attorney Vin- 
cent was more convinced than ever that 
Luetgert ought not to be allowed to testify. 
Charies’ and Luetgert's stories on the stand 
‘were expected to be exceedingly similar, and 
it was hoped the State would show its hand 
on Charles and give Luetgert a chance to be 
prepared. Instead, Charles was let go with 
onky a few unimportant questions, and the 
defense is utterly in the dark as to what the 
State has ready for Luetgert.. For that rea- 
son, and on account of Luetgert’s ungovern- 
able temper, there was only one side to At- 
torney Vincent's views yesterday. 


Fats Responsibility on Phalen. 


Finally Luetgert’s senior counsel told At- 
torney :Phalen he could do as he pleased, if 
he wanted to take the responsibility of put- 
ting his client on the stand. Mr. Vincent 
left the court building, and Arnold Luetgert, 
William Cifarles, and Attorney Phalen went 
on talking the matterover. Arnold Luetgert 
followed his father to the jail and discussed 
the question with him there, and finally 
Attorney Phalen, Charles, and Arnold Luet- 
gert went to the former’s office. The three 
were scarcely on speaking terms with At- 
torney Vincent after the conference. 

Attorney Vincent did not know and Attor- 
ney Phalen refused to say whether Luetgert 
would testify, but it is generally believed 
Luetgert will have his wish and go on the 
stand taday. 

The defense has concluded its expert testi- 
mony, amd if Luetgert should not testify 
all of the defense will be finished today and 
the State probably will begin on the rebuttal. 
If Luetgert testifies he probably will be put 
on the stand for at least one whole day. 


Alleged Soft Soap Proves Costly. 


Luetgert’s soft soap, which the defense 
asserts he was making on the night of May 
1, it is estimated cost him nearly $50. He 
might have purchased soap ready made at 
$1ahbarrel. According to the defense’s own 
witnesses, who were put on to show the 
process of soap making, it cost the sausazge- 
maker $15 for the caustic potash, the tallow 
which he used was worth at least $20, and 
it cost him in the neignborhood of $15 to get 
up steam in his factory. Then, according to 
the defense, the soap awuas allowed to run 
out on the busement tloor when Luetgert 
found it was too thin. 

That was the most important fact which 
came out in the testimony. Dr. William T. 
Eckley and Dr. Samuel C. Plummer both 
ewore the hones from the vat and ash heap 
were not human, but they could not say 
what they were, because neither was a 
comparative anatomist. Some of these 
bones, it was acknowledged, looked exceed- 
ingly as though they came from a human 
body. 

Technicalities Bore Jurors. 


Dr. Eckley’s testimony regarding the in- 
dividual bones was practically the same as 
that of the other witnesses for the defense. 
His answers to the attorneys’ questions were 
so long and so technical that for once the 
jurors appeared to be paying no attention. 

Dr. Samuel C. Plummer, ‘assistant pro- 
fessor of operative surgery at the North- 
western Medical School, thought the al- 
leged fragment of human rib bore strong re- 
semblance to what the State insists it is, 
but he was not sure. There was not enough 
of the bone for him to identify it, he said. 
Dr. Plummer was ti.* first bone expert for 
the defense who did not characterize the 
State’s fragment of temporal bone as a 
mass of odd bones stuck together. Under 
the State’s cross-examination he was less 
positive than most of the other witnesses, 
and his guarded statements apparently 
made a greater impression than the positive 
assertions of other experts for the defense. 

Gottschalk on Soft Soap. 

The most important evidence of the day 
came out in the cross-examination of Louis 
Gottschalk, a chemist and soapmaker. 
Gottschalk, in his direct testimony, stated 
that crude potash, standing in open barrels, 
lost considerable of its strength by carbon- 
ization. The 800 pounds of tallow, which it 
is asserted Luetgert used, he testified would 
make 1.200 or 1,600 pounds of soft soap, or 
800 pounds of actual soap. 

Gottschalk testified that in his opinion the 
mixture would float on top in a vat if water 
were turned in as the State says it was. 
Under cross-examination he said he believed 
the temperature of the solution could be 
raised to 212°, and perhaps one degree higher 
by covering the vat. He thought it would 
make no difference with the strength of the 
solution if there were less water in the vat. 

The witness agreed with the defense’s ex- 
pert chemists as to the variation of the 
strength of crude potash, which he placed 
at from 30 to 60 per cent. He thought if 
Luetgert’s potash had the maximum strength 
it would have been too strong to make soap 
with. It would look like soap, he said, and 
it might be used for scrubbing, but it would 
not be real soap. The State emphasized his 
testimony that for Luetgert’s 800 pounds of 
scraps he ought to have used 130 pounds of 
potash instead of almost three times that 


amount. 
Objects to Environment of Bones.

there is In an artificial tooth plate. He 
thought ten plates might be made out of the 
aluminium in a fourth of a pound of crude 
potash.

Defense Saws Temporal Bone. 

Dr. Eckley was recalled at the afternoon 
session. The defense had secured the 
services of Dr. Norval H. Pierce, and had 
caused a human temporal bone to be sawed 
as nearly as possible like the State’s exhibit. 
Dr. Eckley pointed out the features in the 
former bone which were lacking in the 
State’s exhibit, and the jurors were allowed 
to look the defense’s exhibit over. 

Mr. McEwen got after the witness in the

leged statements to Dr. Le Count and 
Professor Haines, two of the State's ex- 
perts. 

** Do you remember the time that Professor 
Haines and Dr. Le Count called on you at 
your office, since this trial began?’’ Mr. Mc- 
Ewen asked. 

The witness said he remembered it. 

** Did you not tell them that you were not 
@ comparative anatomist,’”” Mr. McEwen 
continued, ‘‘and that you were not an ex- 
pert in identifying damaged bones or por- 
tions of bones, and that you did not feel 
competent to pass upon them, and did you 
not advise them to take the bones to 
Professor Bailey of the Field Columbian 
Museum, who, you said, was one of the best 
posted men in this part of the country?’ 

Dr. Eckley replied he had told the State’s 
experts he could not identify the bones as 
human. He acknowledged recommending 
them to Professor Dorsey, but not to Pro- 
fessor Bailey, whom he said he did not know. 

Told by Various Witnesses. 

John EB. Moore, a chemist, testified to ex- 
amining the sawdust, but he was not cross- 
examined, as his testimony was not ma- 
terial. 

Victor Deneve, 368 Burling street, also was 
not cross-examined to any extent. Deneve 
testified he had worked for Luetgert up to 
last:February. He thought he had visited 
the Luetgert cottage at least 300 times, and 
estimated that on at least 275 of them Luet- 
gert and his wife were there. He suid he 
never had noticed Luetgert strike his wife 
or abuse her in any way. 

H. F. Kreuger, a druggist, Fullerton and 
Clybourn avenues, testified he did not send 
Luetgert the brand of Hunyadi water he 
ordered on the night of May 1. 

S. G. Andrus, a reporter, and Professor 
Long of the Northwestern Medical Schoul 
were called to show how far down the Luet- 
gert alley a person could be seen on a dark 
night. One of the witnesses thought there 
was no moon on the night in question, and 
the other said there was. The State did not 
cross-examine the witnesses, except to in- 
quire their ages. 

As to Dr. Allport’s Evidence. 

The State’s attorneys have gone over the 
testimony by Dr. Allport and .found he 
made no positive statements as to which end 
of the femur the State’s exhibit probably 
was. 

When Dr. Allport testified his statements 
were made in such a way he was understood 
by the jury and most of the attorneys to 
place the State’s exhibit at the upper end 
of the thigh. This was in contradiction to 
the other bone experts for the defense, and 
several of the jurors noticed it and were 
overheard whispering. about the supposed 
contradiction... The State expects to hold the 
defense’s experts to the testimony as it was 
interpreted at the time, however. 

Alexander J. McIvor-Tyndall, who is de- 
sirous of exercising his hypnotic power upon 
Luetgert, addressed a written request for 
permission to try the experiment to the 
prisoner’s attorneys. No reply had been re- 
ceived last night. 


GILLIS INDICTED FOR FORGERY. 


Tekamah Lawyer Who Said He Saw 
Mrs. Luetgert Faces a True Bill 
Over a Lawsuit. 


Tekamah, Neb., Oct. 4.—Lawyer H. Ward 
Gillis, who recently became connected with 
the Luetgert case by reason of having said 
he had seen Mrs. Luetgert, was today in- 
dicted for perjury in connection with a law- 
suit tried at the last term of court. 


SOUTH PARK BOARD’S FIGHT. 


First National Bank Has Filed a Bill 
to Kill the Recent Extra Tax 
Levy. 


Before the Board of South Park Commis- 
sioners can collect the extra tax levy of 
$205,434 rhade by them they will have to 
fight for it in the courts. The First Na- 
tional Bank filed a bill in the Circuit Court 
yesterday praying for an order restraining 
County Clerk Knopf from extending the 
amount. This bill alleges that the boatd, in 
levying the park taxes last July, exceeded 
its authority and contends that the Clerk 
should be prevented from helping it to carry 
out its scheme. 

It is set forth that when the commission- 
ers met on July 14 to provide the annual 
taxes for the maintenance of the park sys- 
tem they adopted a seven section ordinance, 
covering these amounts: $300,000 to meet 
bonded indebtedness; $147,582, allowed un- 
der legislation, subject to 1895; $42,500, un- 
der the World’s Fair act, and the $205,164 
extra as a levy of two mills upon taxable 
property in the Towns of South Chicago, 
Hyde Park, and Lake. 

The bill declares there is no law givitg the 
board power to make this levy, and also 
that, if the Clerk is not restrained from col- 
lecting, the bank, as complainant, would 
have to pay as its share the sum of $1,two0, 

At its meeting yesterday the County board 
voted appropriations to the towns in Chi- 
cago as follows: North Chicago, $40,000: 
West Chicago, $65,000; Hyde Park, $42,000; 
Jefferson, $8,000; Lake, $30,000, and Lake 
View, $30,000. These amounts are from 
$1,000 to $60,000 less than the amounts re- 
quested. President Healy received an. esti- 
mate from Chicago members of the State 
Board of Equalization showing that the tax 
valuation of Cook County property uggre- 
gates $270,000,000, which is $5,000,000 less 
than last year. 

Andrew McAnsh explained that the total 
State equalization would give Cook a sur- 
plus of $60,000,000, but the board wants to 
take off 30 per cent. If it does that the as- 
sessment valuation will be reduced to $245,- 
000,000. 


LAYS BLAME ON THE MAILS. 


General Winston Thinks Postal Care- 
lessness Is Responsible for the 
Lost $5,000 Check. 


“This is merely another example of care- 
lessness in the delivery of Chicago mails,” 
said General Winston yesterday afternoon, 
referring to the $5,000 check lost between 
his office and that of the Secretary of the 
Lincoln Park board, last Tuesday. “ This 
letter and its inclosure may turn up sooner 
or later, and then no one will know how it 
happened. 

“I am not inclined to blame the present 
administration. The trouble is somewhere 
in the system. 

“That Farwell check ts absolutely worth- 
less to the finder. Not only has payment 
been stopped, but no-one would cash a 
check drawn in such a manner without first 
investigating. If we do not find the original 
in a few days a duplicate will be issued.”’ 


Farmer Gore Finally Pleads Guilty. 
_Charies H. Donnely, the newly elected 
Judge, opened Circuit Court in Waukegan 
yesterday. Daniel Gore entered a plea of 
guilty of manslaughter. Gore, who is an 
irritable old farmer, shot and killed John 
Dillon, another farmer, in a justice. court 
in Waukegan a year and a half ago.

Lyman J. Gage was a close sec- 
ond to the Mayor. He also promised to ac- 
company the commission and do what he 
could. 

Some of the library officials protested 
against the Mayor’s absence from their dedi- 
cation ceremonies, because, as one of them 
said, “‘ The formal opening of the new Li- 
brary Building is quite as important an event 
to the people of Chicago as the Tennessee 
exposition.’’ Nevertheless, they admitted 
that, under the circumstances, he might bet- 
ter represent the State and city in their 
Southern celebration. And consequently Mr. 
Harrison said he would put on his silk hat 
and his long coat and travel to Nashville 
with the County Democracy. “ 

A. H. Revell was the first person to greet 
Secretary Gage as he alighted from a sleeper 
at the Northwestern depot in the morning. 

** Will you go with us to Nashville,” asked 
| Mr. Revell, “and participate in the festivi- 
ties of Chicago day?’”’

Gage said that he would go. He is to make 
an address at Peoria on Friday afternoon, 
but will leave there in time to meet the com- 
mission’s special train at Danville.

Chairman Revell sent 
telegrams to men who are getting up ex- 
cursions at various points throughout the 
State asking them to inform him as to the 
number of persons that may be expected, 
and from these he hopes to be able to place 
a favorable report before the commission. 
With the Democratic Marching club and its 
band, 200 strong, to do the: parading, it is 
now believed that the State can make a 
creditable showing. 

All thought of postponing the event to 
another date has been abandoned. As the 
marching club has arranged to stop at a 
number of places on the way, it will leave 
over the Big Four road on Thursday at 1 
o'clock, but the official train which goes 
over the Eastern Illinois does not leave until 
6 o’clock on Friday evening. Both will ar- 
rive at Nashville at about the same time 
on Saturday morning.

Dispatches from Springfield state that 
Governor Tanner intrusted all the arrange- 
ments for the Nashville trip to Adjutant 
General Reece, and that these were all com- 
pleted, even to the engaging of quarters 
there for the party and the selection of a 
route. Governor Tanner fully expected to 
make the trip until last Friday, when so 
many members of the party invited to ac- 
company him asked to be excused from go- 
ing that the party was practically broken 
up, making the trip rather éxpensive for 
those who were ready to go. 

It was therefore decided on Friday to 
abandon the proposed trip and General 
Reece was directed on Saturday morning 
to cancel the arrangements he had made.

ODD THINGS THAT FISHES EAT. 


Some of the More Curious Items of 
the Aquarium’s Bill of 
Fare. . 


New York, Oct. 4.—Wheat might not be 
looked for on a bill of fare for fishes, but 
it is among the things regularly fed at the 
New York Aquarium to certain of the fresh 
water fishes, including the carp, the golden 
ide, the tench, and the gold fishes. All these 
fishes in nature feed more or less on water 
plants, in some of which they find grains 
or kernels not much unlike wheat grains. 

The wheat that is fed is first soaked for a 
day or more, which nearly doubles its bulk; 
fed without soaking it would be dangerous 
to the fishes. When put into the tank the 
wheat falls slowly through the water to the 
bottom. Sometimes a fish nips a grain out 
as it descends, but their common way of 
eating it is to pick it up from the bottom; 
they are all bottom feeders. As likely as 
not a fish picks up two or three little pebbles 
with the grain of wheat; if it does it spits 
the pebbles out. 

The fishes seem to chew the wheat, as they 
go about working their jaws, but in reality 
they do not chew it. All these fishes have 
their teeth in their throat, arranged some- 
thing like two combs set against each other; 
they grind their food before swallowing it 
between these two rows of teeth. ! 

Wheat is fed three or four times a week, 
the staple food being clams and fish. Be- 
sides wheat corn is given to them occasion- 
ally, and worms oftener, and now and then, 
for the special delectation of the carp, there 
are put into their tank a few leaves of lettuce 
or a leaf or two of cabbage. 


MOORE’S ADMIRERS PROTEST. 


They Want His Name Among the Im- 
mortal Bards in the Congres- 
sional Library. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 1—Admirers of 
Tom Moore, the Irish poet, are displeased be- 
cause his name has been omitted from the 
list of bards whose memory is to be perpet- 
uated in tablets on the walls of the new 
library of Congress, and the local division 
of the Ancient Order of Hibernians has 
started a movement to try to persuade 
Congress at the coming session to supply the 
omission. Assistant Librarian Spofford, 
who was Librarian when the honors were 
distributed, saia today: 

‘The poets’ corridor in the new library 
contains the names of twelve poets of re- 
nown, six of American, three of English, 
two of French, and one of German. Moore's 
name was submitted as one of the English 
bards to be honored, but it was decided by 
the Committee of Award that Moore’s merits 
as a poet were not so great as to entitle him 
to this marked distinction. He held high 
rank as a melodist, but did not possess the 
poetic fire to such lofty degree as did Byron, 
or Shelley, or Browning, who represent Eng- 
land’s poetic fame on the library memorial 
tablets. Cowper and others equally dis- 
tinguished were rejected with Moore, and no 
consideration weighed with the commission 
except a desire to do equal justice to the 
fame of the poets.’’

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FROM JAIL TO A GOVERNORSHIP. 


Striking Example of the Strange 
. Vicissitudes of Life in the 
West. 


“Tt had left northern Wisconsin, where 
the rigorous climate had made deep inroads 
on my health,” said Judge Pierce, “‘ and 
had gone to New Mexico. That was in 1883. 
One day, while en route from Santa Fé6 to 
Las Vegas, I became acquainted with a party 
of gentlemen in whom I was much inter- 
ested from the start. The party comprised 
M. A. Otero, familiarly known as Gilly 
Otero, then cashier cf the San Miguel Na- 
tional Bank; a young lawyer from Illinois 
named W. A. Vincent; a man of more mature 
years named R. W. Webb; and another, 
who looked wise and said nothing until one 
fatal day when he opened his mouth and 


tory. His name was Bostwick. 

On the cars they drank ice-cold beer from 
the chest of the Pullman, and between 
drinks they told me that they had just been 
liberated from the county jail at Santa Fé. 
That astonished me very much, for I was 
a tenderfoot and could scarcely believe that 
such bright and intelligent men could have 
been behind the bars. | 

“It seems that Otero and Webb were part 
owners of a mine in New Mexico, and had a 
lawsuit pending in the district court at 
Santa Fé, sometimes presided over by that 
eminent jurist, Judge S. B. Axtell, Chief 
Justice of the First Judicial District. On 
advice of their attorneys, Otero and Webb 
refused to obey some order of the court 
requiring them aflirmatively to perform 
certain things in the order contained. Upon 
their refusal to comply they were cited 
for contempt and asked if their attorneys, 
Bostwick & Vincent, had advised them to 
disobey the order. They refused to say what 
their advice had been, Vincent was placed 
on the stand, but refused to say what ad- 
vice had been givento his clients, and the 
court was no more successful in getting any 
information from Bostwick. 

“The result was that, in anger, Judge 
Axtell sent the whole posse to jail for sixty 
days for contempt of his august court, or 
until they were ready to purge themselves 
by answering the questions propounded. 
The men lived high in jail, flowers and dell- 
cacies being taken to them daily, and in- 
stead of Incarceration their term in jail 
was one continuous levee. The sixty days 
passed merrily, and at the expiration of 
the term I met them. As I tell this story, so 
it was told to me. 

“Asa result of the imprisonment of these 
men a combined effort was made not long 
afterward by the people of New Mexico to 
obtain the removal of Axtell from the bench. 
It was finally accomplished, when, lo and 
behold, W. A. Vincent was appointed by 
President Cleveland to the position of Chief 
Justice of the Territory of New Mexico. 
R. W. Webb .was appointed Clerk of the 
Supreme Court of New Mexico, relieving 
one Phillips, who was a son-in-law of Axtell. 
Postwick, as I have said, never made any 
further mark in history. Judge Axtell is 
dead. And now Gilly Otero has been made 
Governor of the proud domain, and as he 
raises to his lips the foaming glass he may, 
with thankful heart, sans peur et sans 
reproche, drink deep to friend and foe alike, 
for he rules in undisputed sway. 

“Governor Otero is of pure Castilian’ 
descent. His father was Miguel A. Otero, 
who was a promient citizen of New Mexico, 
and represented the Territory in Congress. 
The present Governor is one of the youngest 
men that ever occupied an executive chair, 
but is bright and crisp as a radish and 
smooth as salad oil. He is married to one 
of the most beautiful girls I ever saw, the 
daughter of a former Judge of the Supreme 
Court of Minnesota, whose name has es- 
caped me. 

“IT am sure that the executive office of 
New Mexico will be administered with 
dignity and true Castilian courtesy, while 
the beautiful wife of the Governor will take 
her place as the first lady of that historic 
Territory with a precedence for beauty and 
grace gladly recogriized by the entire so- 
ciety of New Mexico.’’-—San Francisco 
Chronicle. 


HE CAUGHT A WALKING FISH. 


It Had No Gills, but Had Four Legs 
and Knew How to Use 
Them.

Davey, the photographer, is the possessor 
of a very strange fish, which, after having 
exhibited to a number of friends while still 
alive, he put into alcohol to keep. The fish 
is known to some people here, but is quite 
rare.

Decorator M. S. Mayer; who had charge of 
the decorating and designing of the 300 
booths, was heartily congratulated for the 
transformation he had wrought.

PHOTOGRAPH OF CAPE HORN. 


First Reproduction of a Famous Place 
Has Just Been Made—Some 
Curious Facts. 


San Francisco Call: Ever since Cape 
Horn’s existence has been known efforts 
have been made to get. a picture,of it. 
Artists have gone down there, and some have 
been fortunate enough to secure a few rough 
sketches, but an actual reproduction of the 
spot did not exist untila few daysago. This 
was when a negative made by Captain Rivers 
of the ship A. J. Ropes was developed. 

The southernmost point of South America 
is, for a piece of barren land, the best known 
in all the world. Everybody who can read 
knows of Cape Horn, and for some mysteri- 
ous reason takes an interestinit. Ofcourse 
the great writers of sea stories have done 
their share to make the spot famous, but 
there seems to be some reason deeper than 
all this. Why-would it not be an easy mat- 
ter to make a picture of Cape Horn? There 
are a dozen reasons outside of the photo- 
graphic ones, and they alone are enough to 
eae the, camera operator from attempt- 
ng it. . 

In the first place, it is not always possible 
to see Cape Horn even though theship is 
only a few miles away. Storms nearly al- 
ways prevail at that end of the world, and 
the atmosphere is likely to be hazy. When 
the water is comparatively calm there is 
likely to be a fog. During the seasons ‘of 
the heavy, dry winds and clear weather no 
ship would dare venture within sight of the 
Horn. At other times the light is likely to 
be poor, and so make a picture impossible. 
And then, when all conditions are favorable, 
the chances are there will be no camera 
aboard the ship that happens to be there at 
the opportune time. 

Photographically, the phincipal difficulty 
would be lack of light and contrast) Under 
ordinary conditions a plate exposed on Cape 
Horn would reveal very little, if indeed it 
gave so much as an outline. The chances 
are that the water in the foreground would 
na and the distance appear only as a line 
of fog.

NEW YORK STOCK TRANSACTIONS. 
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SURPRISE IN WHEAT PIT. 


EARLY BREAK ON LIQUIDATION AND 
LATE RALLY ON EXPORTS. 


Statistical Announcements Are Gener- 
ally Bullish — December and May 
Wheat Get Together—Narrow Range 
in Provisions—Selling of January 
Product by Packers—Corn Makes a 
Small Net Advance — Flaxseed 
Breaks Sharply—Traders Active. 


There were more than the usual number 
of surprises in the wheat market yester- 
day, and conditions which proved difficult 
for the trade to understand. At the open- 
ing the prospect seemed good for higher 
prices. Liverpool showed a slight con- 
cession at the opening, but advanced 
promptly and at the close showed a gain 
of % to %d for the day. The other foreign 
markets were firm to strong. Argentine 
cables suggested the prospect of damage 
by drought. To get nearer home, the 
drought which has been more or less of a 
factor for some time, was not broken. The

Rally on Export Business. 


The rally which proved the most important 
of the day took place during the last hour. 
The immediate occasion of it was the report 
of an extensive export business at New York 
and at St. Louis. New York busirfess was 
figured as high in some of the dispatches 
as eighty loads. The statistics were rather 
bearish. The visible supply increased 1,561,- 
000 bu; the quantity of wheat on passage in- 
creased 460,000 bu and the. English visible 
supply only decreased 108,000 bu. The 
world’s shipments were slightly below those 
of the previous week, but about as much 
above the showing for the same week last 
year. Northwestern receipts were 1,518 cars, 


; against 1,427 a week ago and 1,630 a year 


ago. Clearances were equivalent to 293,000 
bu in wheat and flour,-against primary re- 
ceipts of 1,914,000 bu. Paris at the close 
showed an advance of from 15 to 75 centimes, 
while Antwerp was steady. On the report of 
a good export business December wheat 
closed at the asked price at the close on 
Saturday. At the close there was a common 
quotation for December and May, the trade 
of the day having been such as to wipe out 
the discount on the latter delivery. Local re- 
ceipts were 406 cars, with 302,000 bu inspect- 
ed out of store. The local cash market was 
dull and during the time when most of the 
sales were made was inclined to be heavy. 
The range covered in provisions was the 
narrowest in a long time and the speculative 
trade was practically without features.

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CONDITIONS IN LUMBER GRNERALLY 
* SATISFACTORY. | . 


Business in Good ‘Volume in Nearly All 
the Branches and Prices Consid- 
erably Higher than a Month Ago— 
Implement Makers Using Liberal 
Quantities of Hardwood—Mills Sell- 
ing So Much that Cargo Market Is 
Lightly Supplied. 


Hardwood lumber ~ not showing any par- 
ticular activity, but all the conditions are 
firm and encouraging. Yards are doing 
rather less than formerly because a large 
percentage of the demand is supplied direct 
from the mills in carload lots. The heaviest 
users continue to be the car builders and 
furniture’ manufacturers. In the varieties 
of hardwoods used in agricultural imple- 
monts the consumption is phenomenally 
heavy for this time of year and is cutting an 
appreciable figure in the total used. Noth- 
ing in the way of a desirable lot of oak lum- 
ber or dimension stuff goes begging for a 
buyer. 

There is some discrepancy in the opinions 
of hardwood men regarding the available 
Wisconsin stock of hardwoods. It seems 
to be pretty well settled however, that 
neither basswood, elm, black ash, nor birch 
are as plentiful as had been believed. Thése 
stocks were sixty days ago thought to be 
overabundant. 

The white pine market is getting decidedly 
stronger, and prices, as compared with those 
current a month or so ago, are fully $1.60 
higher. Thén it was difficult to sell piece 


| stuff from the yards over $9. 50@10.00, where- 


as now the ruling price is $11.00@11.50. 
Many wholesalers who believed that they 
had acquired sufficient stock to last them 
until next spring are now beginning to doubt 
under the present rate of demand whether 
they have enough to supply their trade to 
the ist of December. A few of the dealers 
have been quite liberal in their purchases 
of lumber in bulk for several months past, 
but the majority of the trade has bought 
sparingly and only as they have found some 
small lots at what they regarded as bargain 
prices. These bargains, it is hardly neces- 
sary to state, are no longer to be obtained. 
Anything in the shape of piece stuff, if it 
is for sale, is now regarded as a good pur- 
chase at practically the asking’ prices. It 
is reported that one of the local dealers in 
the last two or three months has bought up- 
ward of 80,000,000 feet of piece stuff alone, 
some of which will not be brought forward 
until next spring. To judge from recent 
developments there is an evident corner. in 
‘the market on piece stuff, the great bulk of 
the dry stock being sold and the balance 
being in strong hands and held at firm fig- 
ures. 

Receipts at the cargo market have gen- 
erally been sold before arrival. Direct pur- 
chases at mills have been on such a free 
Scale that’ except in few instances is there 
anything to ship on speculation: but if it 
does come and is a desirable cargo it is 
quickly picked up. Short piece stuff is in 
particularly good demand. Cargo quota- 
tions are:

DECISION IN FARGO CASE. 


JUDGE WOODS SUSTAINS THE RULING 


OF JUDGE GROSSCUP. + 


Iutimates That on a Fall Review At- 
taching Creditors, on Account eof 
Fraud, Might Be Found to Share 
After the Others Have Been Paid in 
Full — Indianapolis 3-Cent Street 
Car Fave Ordinance Cause to Come 
Up After Nov. 13. 


The opening of the fall term of the Federal 
Courts yesterday was marked by a decision 
in the C. H. Fargo shoe case. Judge Woods 
sustained the decision of Judge Grosscup in 
appointing a receiver and setting aside the 
claims of three preferred creditors. The 


court said it might be found on a full review | 


of the case the attaching creditors, on ac- 


count of their fraud, should share after the 
unattaching creditors have been satisfied in 


full. The judgment creditors’ claims amount 
to $235,000; the outside creditors’, $100,00v, 
while the assets will reach only about 
$140,000 

The Court of Appeals resumed work, with 
Judges Woods, Jenkins, and Showalter on 
the bench. In the Circuit Court Judge 
Grosscup took up the contested motion 
calendar, and Judge Allen took up the call 
of the law docket. 

The business of the Court of Appeals con- 
sists of forty-six cases, assigned for trial 
during the next six weeks. The leading 
case on the calendar is that of the Indian- 
apolis street car fare, being an appeal from 
the order of Judge Showalter dismissing the 
injunction and holding the three-cent fare 
law invalid. It was passed at the call of the 
calendar and will not be tried until after 
Nov. 13. Ex-President Harrison will repre- 
sent the car company. 


Judge Woods’ Opinion. 


The only important opinion was that given 
by Judge Woods in the Fargo shoe case. 
The court sustained the action of Judge 
Grosscup in appointing a receiver, and set- 
ting aside the preferences of the United 
States rubber trust, L. Candee & Co., and 
the Metropolitan National Bank, and, going 
further, the court intimated that on a full 
review of the case it might disclose that 
the attaching creditors, on acount of their 
fraud, should share after uwnattaching cred- 
itors have been satisfied in full. 

Judge Woods, commenting on the casé, 
said: 

‘The position of the Metropolitan Na- 
tional Bank, as we understand dt, is no bet- 
ter than that of the other appellants. It 
joined in consummating, and took advan- 
tage of the objectionable scheme, with full 
knowledge of its character, and by ‘ad- 
vancing the debtor an addifional sum of 
$10,000, without restriction upon the dispo- 
sition thereof, increased to that extent the 
unlawful preference, and correspondingly 
enhanced the resulting injury to the ap- 
pellee and other secured creditors. 


Other Cases Decided. 


In the appeal of the Kathreinss & Kneipp 
Malt Food company of Germany from a re- 
fusal of Judge Grosscup to grant an injunc- 
tioh against the Pastor Kneipp Medicine 
company of Chicago for an infringement, 
Judge Jenkins, giving the opinion of the 
court, directs the lower court to grant the 
injunction.

Brokers Must Pay Licenses. 
Judge Ewing yesterday rendered a deci- 
sion of interest to brokers and members of 
the Stock Exchange. Charles V. Banta Jr., 
a broker on the Stock Exchange, had been 
assessed a fine of $25 for doing business 
without a license. He immediately appealed. 
Judge Ewing in his decision held with the 
prosecution that certificates were not prop- 
erty, but that they were evidences of title 
to stock. The matter will be taken to the 
Supreme Court. If the decision of Judge 
Ewing is sustained licenses to the total 
amount of $12,000 to $15,000 may be collected 
from members of the Stock Eachange.

FOR LAKE WARSHIP 


Plan to Replace the Michigan_ 


by a Modern Gunboat. 


MOVE BY NAVAL MILITIA. 


Assignment of Yantic to Detroit 
Opens the Way. 


TREATY OF 1817 INVOLVED. 


The Congressional delegations of all the Great 
Lake States should combine and insist upon a 
modern warship being built with which to 
replace the Michigan. At the same time the 
_ treaty of 1817 with Great Britain should be so 
‘ modified that our great ship-building yards on 
the lakes will be enabled to compete with the 
ship yards on the Atlantic and Pacific coasts. 

EDWARD H. HARRISON, 


Commander Edward H. Harrison of the 
Chicago Battalion of the Illinois Naval Re- 
serve yesterday received from Washingion 
formal notice that the government had de- 
cided the old 1,400-ton gunboat Yantic 
should be sent into the great lakes and pre- 
sented to the Michigan Naval Reserve. Im- 
mediately Commander Harrison and Chief 
Engineer David 8S. Jones held a consultation 
in the latter’s office in the Fisher Building 
and discussed plans for bringing before the 
naval militia of the lake States the agitation 
of plans whereby at least one modern gun- 
boat or small cruiser can be maintained on 
the lakes to replace the old Michigan. 

The Illinois Naval Reserve officers have 
had .these plans in hand for several months. 
It is held the Canadian government has for 
years been building what appears to be 
mere revenue cutters, but which in reality 
are well appointed gunboats of a smaller 
type, and that the United States has not 
seen fit properly to equip even a first-class 
revenue cutter. 

Again, it is argued by both the naval 
militiamen and the representatives of the 
large shipbuilding concerns on the great 
lakes that the treaty of 1817 with Great 
Britain should be abrogated, if not for rea- 
sons of proper defense, then for purely com- 
mercial reasons. 

The assignment of the Yantic to the laKes 
was held to make the time ripe for the agita- 
tion of these matters. The old warship, 
stripped of its guns, will do duty at Detroit 
as a training and cruising ship for the Mich- 
igan Naval Reserve. The naval militia 
authorities feel that if sending an old-fash- 
ioned 1,400-ton warship intos«he lakes is not 
a violation of the treaty of 1817, which pro- 
vides that neither the United States nor the 
English government may maintain more 
than three 100-ton and lightly armed vessels 
on the lakes, then the maintaining on the 
inland seas of a new and modern warship 
would not be a violation. 

Under the treaty of 1817 either party to it 
can cease to obey its obligations by giving 
six months’ notice. This notice is what the 
Illinois naval militia-desires the government 
to give. By abrogating the treaty, it is held, 
not only would the Naval Reserve of the 
lake States be given an opportunity te be- 
come acquainted with modern battleships, 
but the big shipyards of the lakes would be 
enabled to become competitors for building 
big warships. 

Again, it is held that until the United 
States puts warships on the lakes and the 
people of the West become familiar with 
the navy and its purposes, the Congressmen 
from the West will refuse to vote for in- 
creased naval appropriations. 

Commander Harrison expressed his views 
of the situation in the terse language quoted 
from him above. 


REAL ESTATE MEN TO DINE. 


Members of the Board Will Have a 
Prosperity Banquet and Toast 
Returning Business, 


Members of the Real Estate board and 
their friends will celebrate the return of 
prosperity with an informal dinner at the 
University club on Thursday night. This is 
the twenty-eighth affair of the kind since 
the board was organized and the first one 
held in over a year. With leases a drug on 
the market, rentals at bottom figures, and 
deals in realty as scarce as prairie chickens 
and as hard to get, the members of the board 
discontinued the quarterly informal dinners. 

They now have abundant evidence that bet- 
ter times are here and that the market is on 
the gain. They will resume the old custom 
and rejoice over the new order of things in 
their business. Harry A. Knott will be the 
chairman of the evening, and the subject se- 
lected for discussion is ‘*‘ Streets, Parkways, 
and Their Uses.’’ Among the speakers are 
Henry 8. Boutell, N. G. Moore, Dunlap 
Smith, and George Birkhoff Jr. The Com- 
mittee on Arrangements states in the in- 
vitations that it intends to make this din- 
ner “‘ serve as a good omen to usher in the 
revival of our business, the regafming confi- 
dence of the public, and good-fellowship 
among ourselves.”’ 

A resolution prepared by Louis A. See- 
berger will be introduced at the monthly 
meeting of the Real Estate board on Wednes- 
day, asking that body to take up the agita- 
tion for a constitutional convention to revise 
the laws of the State. While there seems 
to be a general belief that such a moveisa 
good thing, many influential members think 
it would be better to concentrate the efforts 
of the board to secure a special session of the 
Legislature to revise the present revenue 
law. Mr. Seeberger, who prepared the reso- 
lution, said yesterday that he favored a 
special session to secure temporary relief, 
but thought the sooner the question of an 
entirely new constitution was agitated the 
better, owing to the length of time which 
would elapse before anything could be ac- 
complished. 

Marvin A. Farr, President of the board, 
said: ** I think the board would do better to 
devote its time to the agitation for a special 
session for the consideration of revenue re- 
form. While it might be wise to take up the 
question of constitutional revision at no 
distant date, I do not think it is the best thing 
to do now.”’ 

George Birkhoff Jr. said: “I think it is 
better now to secure revenue reform through 
a special session of the Legislature to con- 
sider the matter than by the means sug- 
gested in the resolution. The present needs 
of the city urge the speediest methods of rev- 
enue reform possible.’’ 


OPENING OF SUPREME COURT. 


Who Will Take Part in the Ceremonies 
Commemorating the Consoli- 
dated Illinois Tribunal. 


The first session of the consolidated Su- 
preme Court of Illinois will convene at 
Springfield at 10 o’clock this morning. Much 
preparation has been made, that the con- 
solidation may be fittingly observed. 

The formal ceremonies will be opened by 
Alfred Orendorf, President of the State Bar 
association, who will introduce Adolpn 
Moses of Chicago. Mr. Moses will welcome 
the assemblage in behalf of the State Bar 
association and the Chicago Bar association. 
His address will be historical in its nature, 
reviewing the past of the Supreme Court and 
the State Bar association. He will also con- 
gratulate the Judges upon their success in 
the attempt to consolidate the sessions. 
Chief Justice Phillips will respond. In the 
evening a banquet will be given to mem- 
bers of the State bar and Supreme Court. 

Most of the circuit Judges of the State 
are expected to be present at this begin- 
ning of the October session of the su- 
preme Court. Such .a large delegation is 
to be in attendance from Chicago that, as 
early as yesterday afternoon, not another 


berth could be had. 


'KEENE TALKS OF BOOM. 


AMERICA’S BOLDEST SPECULATOR 
TELLS WHAT GOOD TIMES MEAN, 


All Europe Standing at America’s 
Doors te Buy of Our Pienty—Rail- 
road Earnings Heavy—Otr Securi- 
ties Held Abroad Coming Back ina 
Rush to Settle Our Trade Balance— 
Goléa Will Come in a Month—Good 
Times Bound to Last Probabty Two 
Years at Least. 


New York World (Oct. 8): No list of the 
names of the men whose operations in Wall 
street during the last twenty years furnished 
the most startling and interesting pages 
in the history. of the stock market is com- 
plete unless James R. Keene is included. 
At times of the greatest financial excitement 
he, with a dozen other great operators, has 
stood out clear and strong amid confusion. 

It has not all been one way with James 
R. Keene. His boldness has been his most 
striking characteristic as a financier. Such 
a man necessarily has had to have his suc- 
cesses tempered with defeats, but none of 
these could ever daunt his courage. 

James R. Keene is now at the very top 
notch of his success. He has been the great 
leader in the bull market that has prevailed 
during the last two months. Heis the great 
bull leader in Wall street today. His for- 
tune must be enormous. 

It is very seldom that Mr. Keene speaks 
to the public through the newspapers. He 
is naturally a retiring man, modest in re- 
gard to the value of his own opinions to the 
public at large. At times, when there isa 
grave financial crisis impending, or any 
other situation that might warrant it, he 
has permitted himself to be quoted briefly, 
but that is all. 

Cause of the Advance. 


To the World, however, Mr. Keene yester- 
day expressed himself at length on the finan- 


cial situation, giving his opinion as to the 


causes of the greatest boom which the coun- 
try has seen since 1879, and also speaking 
of the future. He is very optimistic regard- 


ing the market conditions, as his interview 


shows: 
‘‘ What in your opinion is the reason for 


the strong bull market that has prevailed 
for the last two months?’ Mr. Keene was 
asked. : 

‘‘The primary cause for the advance in 
stocks and the prosperous business condi- 
tions everywhere prevailing,’ answered Mr. 
Keene, ‘‘is that for the first time in three 
years America is the granary of the wor'd. 
India, which is a large wheat producing 
country, has had a succession of crop fail- 
ures, which resulted in a famine last year. 
The Argentine Republic, also an active com- 
petitor of ours as a wheat producer, had a 
failure of crops. Russia, our most serious 
agricultural competitor, has suffered seri- 
ous losses in all her agricultural products. 

‘* Coincident with this, the crops of Eng- 
land and France are very much below the 
average. The demands for grains of all 
kinds must be so heavy upon us throughout 
the year as to tax our resources to the ut- 
most, great as they are. Fortunately for 
us, our crops have been exceptionally good. 
We have a large wheat crop with good prices 
assured. More than twenty-five hundred 
million bushels of old and new corn are 
ready for the market. The cotton crop is 
one of the largest ever raised. Output and 
demand for minerals are good. Overpro- 
duction does not exist. Mills and factories 
are running on full time. 

“With all these conditions how could we 
look for anything else than general prosper- 
ity throughout the country and with ita 
rise in values of our stocks and securities? 


Farmers Are Getting Rich. 


‘You see, the farmers and those whose 
interests are allied to them represent 
more than 40 per cent of our population. 
Now, for three years the farmers have made 
very little money. They have had to prac- 
tice the most rigid economy in order to 
survive the depressed times. They have 
limited themselves to necessities and in- 
dulged in no luxuries. But while they have 
been suffering the United States has all 
the time been richer from their labor. Our 
agricultural exports, representing some 70 
per cent of our total exports, have been 
constantly increasing the balance of trade 
in our favor. 

“The fact that the United States has 
had 40 per cent of the population working 
for the country for three years past for the 
smallest compensation—a mere living. Nuw 
everything that we have for sale is bringing 
such high prices that the farmers are getting 
rich and general business is expanding 
under the freer distribution of money. One 
hundred million dollars’ worth of our se- 
curities have come in this fall.”’ 

‘The present boom is the greatest since 
1879, is it mot? ”’ 

‘* Yes, and the causes of this boom are 
identical with those of 1879, except at that 
time there was greater activity in railroad 
construction.”’ 


Investment Securities Active. 


“To what degree has the number of rail- 
roads which were in the hands of receivers 
been reduced?’ 

“That is rather hard to determine,’”’ 
answered Mr. Keene, “ without careful 
study. I should say, however, that so many 
reorganizations in railroad properties have 
taken place that the mileage of the coun- 
try under receivership now would fall be- 
low 20 per cent of the total.’’ 

** Have industrial stocks advanced in har- 
mony with railroad stocks?’ 

*** Yes, they have, as a general rule.’”’ 

“And has there been an activity in the 
market for investment securities correspond- 
ing with the great activity in stocks which 
are generally speculated in?’’ 

‘* Investment securities of all kinds have 
appreciated greatly for the reasons I have 
given and because railroad conditions were 
never as good in the history of this country 
as they are today. I do not know how long 
these conditions will continue, but I think it 
is reasonably safe to predict that they will 
for one year, and perhaps two.”’ 

‘‘ What have you to say regarding the de- 
mand from abroad for our investment se- 
curities?’’ 

‘*I do not think it has increased this year. 
Contrary to all experience, England has 
been a seller during the late rises.”’ 

English Investors Were Slow. 

** And to what do you attribute that?’ 

** Primarily, I think that English investors 
did not realize the great change that has 
taken place in this country, due to the in- 
creased confidence of the people here in the 
present administration. With that confi- 
dence the home investment of a tremendous 
amount of money, which had been hidden 
away during the Cleveland administration 
began, and that money has been turned irto 
the channels of trade.”’ 


BUYING APPLES ON THE TREES. 


Eastern Man Securing the Enormous 
Crops in “ Egypt ” and Other 
Sections of Illinois. 


Southern Illinois has an enormous apple 
and peach crop on its hands. It is said to be 
the largest seen there for many years. . 

F. D. Rexford of Centralia, a town located 
in the fruit belt, was seen in Chicago yes- 


terday morning, and he says the apple crop. 


is being bought on the trees and the product 
is bringing $1.90 a barrel. Buyers from New 
York and other Eastern States are scattered 
all overt “ Egypt,’’ and are taking everything 
in the shape of an apple. 

** These buyers,’’ said Mr. Rexford, “ buy 
even the windfalls and ship them away for 
vinegar, and this fall a canning factory was 
set to work in our town, and it is now em- 
ploying upwards of 200 hands. Three thou- 
sand bushels were canned up to last week 
and the factory is now running full time.”’

KILLSWIFE AND SELF 


William MeCaleb Slashes His 
Helpmeet’s Throat. 


BULLET SEALS HIS FATE. 


Knife Used to Erase Her Life an 
Ink Eraser. 


CRAZED BY STRONG DRINK. 


Into the squalid little room on the third 
floor of 84 Wells street, where William Mc- 
Caleb and his wife Annie lived their trou- 
bled lives, the husband brought a tragedy 
which ended both. Yesterday morning 
William killed Annie, and then sent a bullet 
through his own brain. 

No one seems to know whom they were. 
They lived a life full of fighting and pov- 
erty, with drunkenness as its relief from 
trouble, until the tragedy turned their home 
into a charnel-house, and both their lives 
went out from the world, which had held 
nothing but beatings for the woman and 
dissipation for the man. 

Three weeks ago they came to live in the 
flat occupied by Mrs. Fannie Blaine and 
her daughter. The man was big and broad- 
shouldered, with a face hardened by drink 
and brutal surroundings, and the woman 
had grown timid from poverty and abuse. 
In one cramped room they cooked, ate, 
drank, and slept. It served all purposes, 
and finally as the scene of the tragedy which 
the man’s brutal instincts had devised. 

About half-past 11 Annie Blaine heard the 
woman screaming. She ran to the door of 
the room, and, finding it locked, burst it 
open. On the floor the wife lay with her 
throat cut from ear to ear, her blood saturat- 
ing her dress andthetiooroftheroom. The 
man lay beside her, hacking at his own 
throat with the smaH ink-eraser which had 
served as his weapon for the attack upon 
the woman. 

Screaming, the girl ran down to the street 
and called for a policeman. Mrs. McCaleb 
staggered to her feet, shrieking in her 
agony, and tottered through the open door, 
in a futule attempt to escape from her mad- 
dened husband. But her blood was stream- 
ing forth faster than she could hurry for 
safety; in the narrow hallway outside death 
overtook her, and she fell. 

Murderer Ends His Own Life. 

Almost at the same instant the husband 
reached his revolver and sent a bullet into 
his own. brain to assist in the work his knife 
bad done. A patrol wagon dashed down the 
street from the Hast Chicago Police Station 
in East Chicago avenue, a few blocks away, 
and the officers ran up the stairs. They 
stumbled over the dead body of the woman 
in the hallway, and within the room they 
found the man, mortally hurt, but realizing 
where he was and what he had done. 

In reply to hurried questions he told the 
police his name, and admitted that he had 
committed the crime. He would say no 
more, and begged the officers to let him die. 
He was carried down to the wagon, and the 
horses dashed away, bearing the dying 
murderer to the Passavant Memorial Hos- 
Here quick med- 
ical skill was applied, but the hand that had 
succeeded upon another had not failed when 
turned upon the murderer himself, and in a 
few minutes he was dead. 

Annie Blaine said that the couple had 
come home about 8 o’clock that morning 
under the influence of whisky. ‘They had 
been fighting for a long time before they 
went to sleep. She knew nothing of their 
history, and said that she thought the man 
was an advertising solicitor, although he 
had had no work recently. They were con- 
tinually fighting, and the man beat his wife 
frequently. She knew of no reason for the 
crime. She had always been afraid of the 
man, and rather expected he would do some- 
thing terrible some day. 


Reealld the Anarchist Cases. 

Judge Joseph E. Gary of the Superior Court 
held criminal court in the new building de- 
voted for that purpose for the first time 
yesterday, and also for the first time since 
the venerable jurist passed upon the cele- 
brated Anarchist case in the old Criminal 
Court Building.
